The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Burnley, 1:2 in Bristol, 1:4 in Oldham, 
15 in London, 1°6 in Halifax, 2:1 in Croydon, 2°5 in Derby, 3°6 in Swansea, 
and 43 in Blackburn; from scarlet fever, 1:2 in Wolverhampton ; from 
whooping-cough, 1:0 in Leeds, 1°5 in Birmingham, and 2°3 in Norwich ; from 
“ fever,’ 1°6 in Blackburn and 1°8 in Preston; and from diarrhea, 1°3 in 
Preston. The 74 deaths from diphtheria included 50 in London, 3 in West 
Ham, and 3 in Leicester. No death from small-pox was registered in any of 
the thirty-three towns.

LONDON. 


In LONDON* 3001 BIRTHS and 1990 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 56 above, and the deaths 168 below, 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 21:0, 18°2, and 
27:6 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 23:0. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 22°5 per 1000, 
being ():} per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1888-97. 

The 1990 deaths included 129 from measles, 19 from scarlet fever, 50 from 
diphtheria, 66 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric fever, 10 from 
diarrhvea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 284 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 51 above the corrected average 
weekly number. | 

The deaths from measles, which had been 134, 112, and 166 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 129, but were 65 above the corrected | 
average ; 12 cases belonged to Shoreditch, 9 to Battersea, 9 to Camberwell, 
8 to Bermondsey, 8 to St. Pancras, 8 to Poplar, 6 to Fulham, 6 to Hackney, | 
and 6 to Newington sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 19, 9, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week 
to 19, but were 5 below the corrected average ; 4 cases belonged to Battersea, 
and 2 to Newington sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 64, 56, and 53 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week 
to 50, but were 3 above the corrected average ; 6 cases belonged to Islington, 
4 to Paddington, 4 to Hackney, 3 to Bethnal Green, 3 to St. George, South- 
wark, and 3 to Newington sanitary areas. Thedeaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 45, 57, and 76 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last 
week to 66, and were 6 below the corrected average; 8 cases belonged to 
Shoreditch, 7 to Hackney, 6 to Poplar, 5 to Islington, and 5 to Camberwell. 
sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 23, 5, and 14 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 10, and were 3 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 11, 6, and 13 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 10, and were 3 below 
the corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory 
organs, which had been 457, 353, and 701 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 533, and were 139 below the corrected average. The 
deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 43, having been 17, 15, and 
29 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 79 deaths, concerning all but 2 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 79 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 71 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Six of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to 
conflagrations, and 17 (of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3450 cases of scarlet fever, 1062 of diphtheria, and 
111 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 239 cases, 
against 260, 222, and 273 ; of diphtheria, 134 cases, against 166, 143, and 142 ; 
and of enteric fever, 20 cases, against 19, 11, and 16.

In the above Table all deaths of persons in, or on the way to, Hospitals and other Public Institutions, as 
well as those of persons under treatment in pee ey homes, or dying by accident or otherwise in the 
streets, have been distributed, as far as practicable, to the sanitary areas in which the deceased had 
Peeaely resided. The deaths of 379 London residents who died outside Registration London in the 

slington Union Workhouse at Edmonton, the Strand Union Workhouse at Edmonton, the Holborn 
Union Workhouse at Mitcham. the City of London Lunatic Asylum at Stone, and the Metropolitan 
Hospitals and Asylums, have been similarly distributed. In 442 cases the previous residence was outside 
Registration London, and these have been excluded from the Table. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 4140 births and 2625 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 33:7 and 21:4 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 32 deaths from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 15 from 
diphtheria, 13 from whooping-cough, 3 from “fever,” and 1 from diarrhea 
were registered. ‘T’en deaths from measles occurred in West Ham district, 
7 in Croydon district, and 6 in Edmonton district ; 5 deaths from diphtheria 
occurred in West Ham district, and 4 in Bexley sub-district. .

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°86 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 43°4, the latter being 5°1 above the .week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air _being 
25 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 11°1 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°49 of an inch,

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING DECEMBER 1897. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
3rd January 1898, 
SIR, 


I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, 
circle of the Metropolis during the month of December. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies I have extended these 
monthly examinations to (a) the bacterioscopic and chemical condition of the raw river waters 
at the intakes of the various Companies, and (4) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues 
from the filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains, 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham 
and Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of 
Birmingham and Dr. Mills of Glasgow. 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, 
was :—Kent 0:4, New River 0°5, Colne Valley 1:0, Chelsea 1:6, East London (deep well) 1°9, 
West Middlesex and East London (river supply) 2:0, Grand Junction 2°5, Southwark 2°6, 
and Lambeth 2°9. The unfiltered waters contained the following proportions :—Thames at 
Hampton 4:7, New River Cut 2:0, and Lea at Angel Road 5:9. 

The Thames at Hampton was, on December 13th, turbid and pale yellow in colour ; it was 
of indifferent chemical and bad bacterial quality. The water supplied by the five Companies 
drawing from this river was, in every case, efficiently filtered and made of excellent chemical 
quality before delivery. With two exceptions, the water supplied was also of excellent 
bacterial quality, the percentage of microbes removed having been 99°6 and upwards, as is seen 
from the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°82, West Middlesex 99°89, Southwark 
(No. 3 filter well) 98°50, (No. 8 filter well) 99°80, Grand Junction (general filter well at 


Hampton) 95°71, (general filter well at Kew). 99°78, (south filter well at Kew) 99°76, and 
Lambeth 99°68,

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10,and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the 
waters. The table is to be read thus :—The Thames water collected on the 13th of December at 
the Southwark Company’s intake at Hampton had a temperature of 4°5° C.; 100,000 lbs. of it 
contained 32°24 Ibs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this 
matter, contained ‘236 lb. of carbon and ‘041 Ib. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water 
also contained -012 1b. of ammonia and ‘240 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, 
whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was ‘291 lb. The above weight 
of water also contained 2:0 Ibs. of chlorine, and 22-4 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent 
amount of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale, 
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The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on December 15th, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of good 
chemical but bad bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered to consumers 
of most excellent chemical and bacterial quality, being nearly equal to the best of the 
deep well waters-in organic purity. The bacterial improvement is expressed by the following 
percentage numbers :--General filter well 93°59, No. 1 filter well 99°12, and No. 5 filter well 
99°81. 

The water drawn from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company was, on 
December 15th, turbid and yellow in colour. It was of bad chemical and very bad bacterial 
quality. After storage and efficient filtration, however, it was delivered in excellent chemical 
condition ; but although, in the worst sample, the number of microbes was only 0°55 per cent. of 
that contained in the raw water, this sample still considerably infringed the standard of 100 
microbes per cubic centimetre. The bacterial improvement effected by this Company is 
expressed by the following percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex filter well 99°45, No. 2 Essex 
filter well 99-96, and Middlesex well 99°76. ’ 

The deep well waters of the Kent and Colne Valley Companies were clear and bright 
without filtration, but that of the East London Company was slightly turbid. All these 
waters were of excellent chemical quality, and the Colne Valley Company’s supply was 
softened before delivery, thus rendering it suitable for washing. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the New River, Kent, and Colne Valley waters were 
clear and colourless, the East London (deep well) slightly turbid and colourless, and the 
remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
waters delivered by the various Companies, and collected on the 18th, 14th, 15th, and 
16th of December, yielded, after due incubation, the results contained in the following 
table :—

Meteorological Observations. 
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THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 


The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 20°6 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Bristol, in Swansea, and in Burnley, 
1-1 in Birmingham and in Sunderland, 1°3 in West Ham, 1°6 in London and 
in Sheffield, 1:7 in Croydon, 2°0 in Derby, 2:1 in Brighton and in Oldham, 
and 2°2 in Halifax ; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in Huddersfield ; from whooping- 
cough, 1:0 in Derby and 1:1 in Portsmouth; and from diarrhea, 1:3 in 
Bolton. In no case did the death-rate from “fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 in 
any of the thirty-three towns. The 72 deaths from diphtheria included 44 
in London, 6 in Birmingham, 4 in Cardiff, and 4 in Liverpool. No death 
from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 

In LONDON} 2703 BIRTHS and 1982 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 177, and the deaths 355, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 18:2, 27-6, and

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23°0 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 22:9. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 22°9 per 1000, 
being 1°5 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1888-97. 

The 1982 deaths included 134 from measles, 15 from scarlet fever, 44 from 
diphtheria, 76 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 10 from 
diarrhcea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 288 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 56 above the corrected average 
weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 112, 166, and 130 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 134, and were 72 above the corrected 
average ; 15 cases belonged to Islington, 12 to Camberwell, 11 to Lambeth, 
10 to Poplar, 8 to Newington, 8 to Battersea, 7 to Hackney, 5 to Fulham, 
5 to Chelsea, and 5 to St. George Southwark sanitary areas. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been. 9, 11, and 19 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 15, and were 6 below the corrected average ; 
4 cases belonged to Fulham, 2 to Kensington, 2 to Lambeth, 2 to Battersea, 
and 2 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 56, 53, and 50 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last 
week to 44, but were 6 above the corrected average; 10 cases belonged to 
Islington, 4 to Hackney, and 3 to Bethnal Green sanitary areas. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had: been 57, 76, and 64 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 76, but were 5 below the corrected average ; 
9 cases belonged to Shoreditch 9 to Bethnal Green, and 9 to Poplar sanitary 
areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 5, 14, and 10 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 9 last week, the corrected average being 14; 
3 cases belonged to Lambeth, and 2 to Hackney sanitary areas. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 6,13, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 10 last week, the corrected average being 14.- The deaths referred 
to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 353, 700, and 533 in 
the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 516, and were 255 
below the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 40, Having been 15, 29, and 43 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 77 deaths, concerning all but 1 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 77 deaths, 12 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 64 were attributed to accident or 


negligence. Seven of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 1 to . 


the effects of chloroform administered for surgical purposes, and 17 (includ- 
ing 16 of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever | 


Hospitals there were 3253 cases of scarlet fever, 1023 of diphtheria, and 
110 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 215 cases, 
against 222, 273, and 239 ; of diphtheria, 113 cases, against 143, 142, and 134 ; 
and of enteric fever, 15 cases; against 11, 16, and 20. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3837 births and 2634 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 31:2 and 21°4 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 33 deaths from measles,'5 from scarlet fever, 10 from 
diphtheria, 26 from whooping-cough, 1 from “fever,” and 2 from diarrhea 
were registered. Kleven deaths from measles occurred in West Ham district, 
10 in Edmonton district,and 5 in Croydon sub-district ; 3 deaths from scarlet 
fever occurred in Hendon district; 4 deaths from diphtheria occurred in 
West Ham district. 

METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°25 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 41°8, the latter being 3°8 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
55 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 3°5 hours ; no rain was measured during the week.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were :—from measles, 1°3 in Bristol, 1-4 in Hull, 15 in 
London, in Derby, and in Gateshead, 1:7 in Brighton, 1°38 in Oldham and 
in Sheffield, 2:0 in Swansea, 2:2 in Halifax, and 35 in Blackburn; from 
scarlet fever, 1°1 in Sunderland and 1:2 in Wolverhampton ; from whooping- 
cough, 1-0 in Liverpool and in Leeds, and 1:5 in Gateshead; and from 
“fever,” 1:0 in Salford and 1:1 in Halifax. In no case did the death-rate 
from diarrhea reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 55 
deaths from diphtheria included 33 in London, 7 in Leeds, and 3 in Cardiff. 
No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


| LONDON. 

In LONDON} 2631 BIRTHS and 2021 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 193, and the deaths 232, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The

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annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 27:6, 23:0, and 
22-9 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 23-4. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 24:2 per 1000, 
being 1:4 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1888-97. 

The 2021 deaths included 130 from measles, 17 from scarlet fever, 33 from 
diphtheria, 69 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, 7 from 
diarrhvea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 264 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 43 above the corrected average — 
weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 166, 130, and 134 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 130, but were 76 above the corrected 
average ; 14 cases belonged to Camberwell, 13 to Islington, 10 to Shoreditch, 
10 to Lambeth, 9 to St. Pancras, 8 to Hackney, 7 to Chelsea, 7 to Bermondsey, 
7 to Battersea, 6 to Poplar, and 5 to St. George Hanover Square sanitary 
areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been ll, 19, and 15 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 17, but were 5 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 53, 50, 
and 44 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 33, and were 5 
below the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Fulham, and 3 to Shoreditch 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 76, 68, 
and 76 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 69, and were 10 
below the corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had 
been 14, 10, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 8, 
and were 5 below the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged to Poplar sanitary 
areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 13, 10, and 10 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 7, and were 8 below the 
corrected average. ‘The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, 
which had been 700, 533, and 516 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 567, but were 144 below the corrected average. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 73, having been 29, 43, and 40 in 
the preceding three weeks. | 

Different forms of violence caused 87 deaths, concerning all but 2 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 87 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 76 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Seven of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 10 to 
burns and scalds, 1 to the effects of chloroform administered for surgical 
purposes, and 13 (of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3149 cases of scarlet fever, 1045 of diphtheria, and 
109 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 248 cases, 
against 273, 239, and 215; of diphtheria, 125 cases, against 142, 134, and 113 ; 
and of enteric fever, 17 cases, against 16, 20, and 15. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3614 births and 2597 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29:4 and 21:1 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 28 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 7 from 
diphtheria, 20 from whooping-cough, 5 from “fever,” and 6 from diarrhoea 
were registered. Twelve deaths from measles occurred in West Ham district, 
and 6 in Edmonton district; three deaths from diphtheria occurred in 
Tottenham sub-district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°26 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 45°1, the latter being 6°7 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was south-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
13 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 3°4 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°12 of an inch.

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THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 


The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of Hngland 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18:7 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Swansea and in Gateshead, 
1:1 in Oldham and in Hull, 1:4 in Birkenhead, 1°6 in Blackburn, 1:8 in 
Sunderland, and 2:0 in Bristol; and from whooping-cough, 1:0 in London, 
in Derby, in Sheffield, and in Gateshead, 1:1 in Portsmouth, and 1:9 in 
Norwich. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever, from “ fever,” or 
from diarrhea reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 82 
deaths from diphtheria included 36 in London, 6 in Cardiff, 6 in Wolver- 
hampton, 4 in Birmingham, 4 in Liverpool, 4 in Leeds, 3 in West Ham, and 
3 in Burnley. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty- 
three towns. 

LONDON. 

In LONDON{ 2639 BIRTHS and 1764 DEATHS were registered. Allowing - 
for increase of population, the births were 148, and the deaths 254, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
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annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 23°0, 22°9, and 
23°4 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 20-4. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 22:4 per 1000, 
being 2°9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1888-97. 

The 1764 deaths included 79 from measles, 17 from scarlet fever, 36 from 
diphtheria, 84 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 1 from an 
ill-defined form of continued fever, 10 from diarrhvea and dysentery, and 


not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from cholera; thus, 236 - 


deaths were referred to these diseases, being 35 above the corrected average 
weekly number. . 

The deaths from measles, which had been 130, 134, and 130 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 79, but were 38 above the corrected 
average ; 10 cases belonged to Islington, 6 to Mile End Old Town, 6 to 
Lambeth, and 6 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 19, 15, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, were 
again 17 last week, the corrected average being 18: 2 cases belonged to 
Kensington, 2 to Fulham. 2 to Islington, and 2 to Camberwell sanitary areas. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 50, 44, and 33 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 36, but were 3 below the corrected 
average; 5 cases belonged to Battersea, 4 to Kensington, and 4 to Camberwell 
_ Sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 65, 76, 
and 69 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 84, and were 
7 above the corrected average ; 10 cases belonged to Shoreditch, 10 to Poplar, 
8 to Bethnal Green, and 7 to Hackney sanitary areas. The fatal cases of 
enteric fever, which had been 10, 9, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, were 
J last week, the corrected average being 11; 2 cases belonged to Paddington 
and 2 to St. Pancras sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had 
been 10, 10, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 10, 
but were 5 below the corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases of 
the respiratory organs, which had been 533, 516, and 567 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 471, and were 116 below the corrected 
average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 88, having 
been 43, 40, and 73 in the preceding three weeks. 


Different forms of violence caused 52 deaths, concerning all but 1 of. 


which inquests were held. Of these 52 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 45 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Four of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to 
burns and scalds, and 11 (including 10 of infants under one year of age), to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3061 cases of scarlet fever, 1062 of diphtheria, and 
106 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 244 cases, 
against 239, 215, and 248; of diphtheria, 163 cases, against 134, 113, and 125 ; 
and of enteric fever, 15 cases, against 20, 15, and 17. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3678 births and 2291 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29-9 and 18°6 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 16 deaths from measles, 3\from scarlet fever, 15 from 
diphtheria, 24 from whooping-cough, 6 from “fever,” and 4 from diarrhoea 
were registered. Six deaths from measles, 7 from diphtheria, and 6 from 
whooping-cough occurred in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°37 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 42°4, the latter being 3°4 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was south-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
37 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 22 hours; no rain was measured during the week,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Swansea, 1-1 in Halifax and 
in Sunderland, 1:2 in Bristol, 1:5 in Leicester, and 2:1 in Brighton ; and from 
whooping-cough, 1:1 in Portsmouth, 1:2 in Sheffield, 1-4 in Oldham and in 
Leeds, and 1°5 in Gateshead. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever, 
from “fever,” or from diarrhea reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three 
towns. The 79 deaths from diphtheria included 42 in London, 7 in Cardiff, 
6 in West Ham, 6 in Leeds, and 5in Liverpool. No death from small-pox 
was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 


In LONDONt 2603 BIRTHS and 1861 DEATHS were registered. Allowing” 
for increase of population, the births were 233 below, and the deaths 6 above, 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 22°9, 23:4, and

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20-4 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 21:5. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 22-1 per 1000, 
being 2°4 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1888-97. 

The 1861 deaths included 80 from measles, 12 from scarlet fever, 42 from 
diphtheria, 64 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, 1 from an 
ill-defined form of continued fever, 17 from diarrhvea and dysentery, and 
not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from cholera; thus, 224 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 30 above the corrected average 
weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 134, 130, and 79 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 80 last week, exceeding the corrected average by 53; 
8 cases belonged to Camberwell, 6 to Poplar, 6 to Lambeth, 5 to Fulham, 
) to Chelsea, 5 to St. Pancras, and 5 to Shoreditch sanitary areas. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 15,17, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 12, and were 9 below the corrected average ; 2 cases 
belonged to Fulham. 2 to Hackney, and 2 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 44, 33, and 36 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 42, but were 2 below the corrected 
average ; 5) cases belonged to Hackney, 3 to Fulham, 3 to Mile End Old Town, 
and 3 to Poplar sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 76, 69, and 84 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week 
to 64, and were 10 below the. corrected average ; 7 cases belonged to Bethnal 
Green, 7 to Mile End Old Town, 6 to Hackney, and 6 to Poplar sanitary 
areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 9, 8, and 9 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 8 last week, the corrected average being 12 ; 
2 cases belonged to Greenwich sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 10, 7, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last 
week to 17, and were 3 above the corrected average. ‘The deaths referred 
to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 516, 567, and 471 in 
the preceding three weeks, were again 471 last week, the corrected average 
being 489. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 102, having 

heen 40, 73, and 88 in the preceding three weeks. 

_ Different forms of violence caused 78 deaths, concerning all but 2 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 78 deaths, 12 were cases of suicide, 
and 3 of homicide, while the remaining 63 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Six of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 13 to 
burns and scalds, and 10 (including 9 of infants under one year of age), to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2964 cases of scarlet fever, 1054 of diphtheria, and 
J6 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 209 cases, 
against 215, 248, and 244; of diphtheria, 155 cases, against 113, 125, and 163 ; 
and of enteric fever, 9 cases, against 15, 17, and 15. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3584 births and 2361 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29°2 and 19-2 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 8 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 15 from 
diphtheria, 17 from whooping-cough, 2 from “fever,” and 7 from diarrhea 
were registered. Nine deaths from diphtheria occurred in West Ham 
district, and 3 in Edmonton district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°80 inches. and that of the 
Thermometer 44°°0, the latter being 4°2 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
62 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 10:2 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°28 of an inch,

Meteorological Observations. 
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THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 


The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 20°7 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

~The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in London, 11 in Oldham, 1°5 
in Leicester and in Derby, 1:6 in Halifax, 1°8 in Birkenhead, 2°2 in Sunder- 
land, 2°6 in Brighton, 3:0 in Bristol, and 3°1 in Swansea; from scarlet fever, 
1-0 in Leicester and 1-4 in Birkenhead ; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Derby, 
1-2 in Sheffield, 1°6 in Plymouth, and 17 in Brighton ; from “fever,” 1:0 in 
Burnley ; and from diarrhea, 1°0 in Derby.

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LONDON. . 


In LONDON* 2843 BIRTHS and 1922 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 69 below, and the deaths 137 above, 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 23°4, 20-4, and 
21°5 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 22:2. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 21°9 per 1000, 
being 1:0 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1888-97. 

The 1922 deaths included 87 from measles, 19 from scarlet fever, 45 from 
diphtheria, 67 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 12 from diarrhcea 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 236 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 51 above the corrected average weekly 
number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 130, 79, and 80 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to 87, and were 56 above the corrected average ; 
13 cases belonged to Islington, 8 to Poplar, 5 to Hammersmith, 5 to Camber- 
well, 5 to Woolwich, 4 to Fulham, 4 to Hackney, 4 to Mile End Old Town, 
and 4 to Bermondsey sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 17, 17, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week 
to 19, which is also the corrected average; 3 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 
and & to Wandsworth sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 33, 36, and 42 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week 
to 45, exceeding the corrected average by 4; 6 cases belonged to Hackney, 
5 to Wandsworth, 4 to Fulham, and 3 to Camberwell sanitary 
areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 69, 84, and 64 
in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 67, but were 5 below 
the corrected average ; 10 cases belonged to Bethnal Green, 7 to Poplar, 6 to 
Lambeth, 5 to Mile End Old Town, 5 to Battersea, 5 to Camberwell, 4 to 
Clerkenwell, and 4 to Shoreditch sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric 
Jever, which had been 8, 9, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, further 
fell last week to 6, the corrected average being 7; 2 cases belonged to 
Poplar sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 7, 10, 
and 17 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 12, and were 
3 below the corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases of the 
respiratory organs, which had been 567, 471, and 471 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 468, but were 3 above the corrected 
average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 98, having 
been 73, 88, and 102 in the preceding three weeks. ) 

Different forms of violence caused 61 deaths, concerning all but 1 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 61 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, 
while the remaining 53 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six 
of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 to burns and scalds, 
1 tothe effects of an anesthetic administered for surgical purposes, and 17 (of 
infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2871 cases of scarlet fever, 1042 of diphtheria, and 93 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 232 cases, against 
248, 244, and 209; of diphtheria, 135 cases, against 125, 163, and@ 155; 
and of enteric fever, 15 cases, against 17, 15, and 9.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3908 births and 2414 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 31:8 and 19-6 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 10 deaths from measles, 22 from diphtheria, 8 from 
whooping-cough, 2 from “fever,” and 6 from diarrhcea were registered. 
Six deaths from measles and 6 from diphtheria occurred in West Ham 
district ; 8 deaths from diphtheria occurred in Willesden district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°95 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 43°-0, the latter being 4°1 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was south-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air 
being 4 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75, The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 7:0 hours ; the measured rajnfall amounted to 0°20 of an inch.

SIR, 
I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, 
circle of the Metropolis during the month of January. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies I have extended these 
monthly examinations to (a) the bacterioscopic and chemical condition of the raw river waters 
at the intakes of the various Companies, and (2) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues 
from the filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

- Tappend, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham 
and Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of 
Birmingham and Dr. Mills of Glasgow.

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10,and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the 
waters. The table is to be read thus :—The Thames water collected on the 24th of J anuary at 
the Grand Junction Company’s intake at Hampton had a temperature of 6°7° C.; 100,000 lbs. 
of it contained 34°6 lbs. of solid matter in solution; the organic substances , constituting a 
portion of this matter, contained ‘221 lb. of carbon and °027 lb. of nitrogen. The above 
quantity of water also contained ‘01 Ib. of ammonia and /‘312 Ib. of nitrogen i in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was ‘347 Ib. 
The above weight of water also contained 1°9 lbs. of chlorine, and 24°8 lbs. of carbonate of 
lime, or an equivalent amount of other hardening or soap- destroying ingredients, 


The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale, 
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Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, 
was :—Kent 0°5, New River 1:4, East London (deep well) 1°7, (river supply) 2°4, Southwark 
and Lambeth 2°6, Grand Junction 2°8, West Middlesex 3:4, and Chelsea 3:7. The unfiltered 
waters contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton 4:2, New River Cut 1°8, 
and Lea at Angel Road 3°3. 

The Thames at Hampton was, on January 24th, turbid and pale yellow in colour; it was 
of indifferent chemical, but moderately good bacterial quality. The water supplied by the 
five Companies drawing from this river was, in every case, efficiently filtered before delivery, 
and, in no instance transgressed the standard of 100 microbes per cubic centimetre. The 
bacterial improvement effected by these Companies is expressed by the following percentage 
numbers :—Chelsea 99°73, West Middlesex 99°57, Southwark 99°05, Grand Junction 97°74, and 
Tambeth 98°73. 

The New River Cut before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on January 25th, turbid and pale yellow in colour, It was of excellent 
chemical, and good bacterial, quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered in most 
excellent chemical and bacterial condition; ranking, in these respects, with the deep well 
waters. The bacterial improvement in the general filter well was 97°65 per cent. 

The water drawn from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company was, on 
the 26th of January, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of good chemical and 
bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered in excellent chemical and 
bacterial condition, the bacterial improvement being expressed by the following percentage 
numbers :—No. 1 Essex filter well 99:00, and No. 2 Essex well 99°64. 

The deep well water of the Kent Company was clear and bright without filtration, but 
that of the East London Company was slightly turbid. Both waters were of excellent chemical 
quality, and the Kent Company’s supply contained only three microbes per cubic centimetre 
capable of developing on a gelatine peptone plate. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent water was clear and colourless, the East 
London (deep well) slightly turbid and nearly colourless, the New River clear and nearly 
colourless, and the remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
supplies delivered by the various Companies, and collected on the 24th, 25th, 26th, and 
27th. of January yielded, after due incubation, the results contained in the following

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 20-4 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
_ week’s mortality, were :—from measies, 1:0 in Huddersfield, 1°2 in London, 
2-1 in Brighton, 2°5 in Gateshead, 3:2 in Leicester, 4:4 in Bristol, and 4°6 in 
Swansea; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Birmingham and in Salford, and 1-1 
in Portsmouth; from “fever,” 1:°C in Derby; and from diarrhea, 1:2 in 
Salford. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever reach 1:0 per 1000 
in any of the thirty-three towns. The 71 deaths from diphtheria included 
33 in London, 7 in Cardiff, 6 in Jiiverpool, 4 in Wolverhampton, 3 in West 
Ham, 3 in Bristol, and 3 in Salford. No death from small-pox was registered 
in any of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 
In LONDON} 2527 BIRTHS and 1856 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 215 below, and the deaths 36 above, 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The

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annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 20-4, 21°5, and 
22:2 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 21°5. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 21°4 per 1000, 
being 0:2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1888-97. 

The 1856 deaths included 100 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 33 from 
diphtheria, 53 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, 8 from diarrhcea 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 211 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 25 above the corrected average weekly 
number. — 

The deaths from measles, which had been 79, 80, and 87 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 100, and were 65 above the corrected 
average ; 14 cases belonged to Islington, 9 to Hammersmith, 6 to Fulham, 
6 to Greenwich, 4 to Mile End Old Town, 4 to Poplar, 4 to Lambeth, and 4 to 
Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
17, 12, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 9, 
and were 11 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 36, 42, and 45 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last 
week to 33, and were 5 below the corrected average ; 6 cases belonged to 
Islington, 5 to Poplar, 3to St. Pancras, 3 to Newington, and 3 to Wandsworth 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 84, 64, 
and 67 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 53, and were 
19 below the corrected average; 9 cases belonged to Bethnal Green, and 6 to 
Shoreditch sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 
9, 8, and 6. in the preceeding three weeks, were 8 last week, the corrected 
average being 10; 2 cases belonged to Shoreditch sanitary area. ‘The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 10, 17, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 8, and were 4 below the corrected average. ‘The 
deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had’ been 
A71, 471, and 468 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week 
to 437, and were 41 below the corrected average. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 87, having been 88, 102, and 98 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 77 deaths, concerning all but 3 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 77 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 69 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Hight of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 15— 
to burns and scalds, 1 to the effects of an anesthetic administered for surgical 
purposes, and LO (of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2781 cases of scarlet fever, 1058 of diphtheria, and 87 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 233 cases, against 
244, 209, and 232; of diphtheria, 147 cases, against 163, 155, and 135; 
and of enteric fever, 14 cases, against 15, 9, and 15.

GREATER LONDON. 
In Greater London 3551 births and 2392 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28°9 and 19-4 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 13 deaths from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 18 from 
diphtheria, 9 from whooping-cough, 4 from “fever,” and 2 from diarrhcea 
were registered. Five deaths from diphtheria occurred in West Ham 
district, and 3 in Kingston district. 


METEOROLOGY. . : 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°90 inches, and that of the ‘ 
Thermometer 42°°7, the latter being 3°2 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. j 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air t 


being 26 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 9°4 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°35 of an inch.

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 


The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 20°9 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were :—from measies, 1:0 in Sheffield, 1-1 in Sunderland, 
1:2 in London and in Wolverhampton, 1-7 in Brighton, 18 in Birkenhead, 

4-1 in Bristol, and 6-0 in Leicester ; and from whooping-cough, 1:2 in Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, 1:3 in Bolton, and 1'5 in Gateshead. In no case did. the death-rate 
from scarlet fever, from “fever,” or from diarrhea reach 1:0 per 1000 in 
any of the thirty-three towns. The 69 deaths from diphtheria included 
46 in London, 5 in Cardiff, and 3 in Liverpool. No death from small-pox 
was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 

In Lonpon}t 2644 BIRTHS and 1889 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 125, and the deaths 62, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 21°5, 22:2, and

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21:5 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 21:9. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 21°8 per 1000, 
being 0°3 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1888-97. 

The 1889 deaths included 106 from measles, 11 from scarlet fever, 46 from 
diphtheria, 52 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 8 from diarrhwa 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 232 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 31 above the corrected average weekly 
number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 80, 87, and 100 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 106, and were 60 above the corrected 
average ; 18 cases belonged to Islington, 9 to Woolwich, 8 to Battersea, 7 to 
Hammersmith, 7 to Poplar, 7 to Lambeth, 5 to Kensington, 4 to Paddington, 
4 to Chelsea, and 4 to Westminster sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet 
Jever, which had been 12, 19, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 11, but were 6 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 42, 45, and 33 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 46, and were 6 above the corrected average; 10 
cases belonged to Hackney and 4 to Islington sanitary areas. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 64, 67, and 53 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 52 last week, the corrected average being 72; 7 cases 
belonged to Bethnal Green, 5 to Hackney, 5 to Islington, and 5 to Poplar 
Sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 8, 6, and 8 
in the preceeding three weeks, were 9 last week, being equal to the 
corrected average ; 2 cases belonged to Camberwell sanitary area. The 
deaths from diarrhea, which had been 17, 12, and 8 in the preceding three 
weeks, were again 8 last week, the corrected average being 16. The deaths 
referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 471, 
468, and 438 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 
416, and were 124 below the corrected average. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 81, having been 102, 98, and 87 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 74 deaths, concerning all but 1 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 74 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, 
and 3 of homicide, while the remaining 64 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Six of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 
to burns and scalds, and 14 (of infants under one year of age), to suffocation 
in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2674 cases of scarlet fever, 1061 of diphtheria, and 84 of . 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 199 cases, against 
209, 232, and 233; of diphtheria, 125 cases, against 155, 135, and 147; 
and of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 9, 15, and 14. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3677 births and 2417 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29°9 and 19-7 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 18 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 23 from 
diphtheria, 16 from whooping-cough, 1 from “ fever,” and 3 from diarrhoea 
were registered. Seven deaths from measles occurred in Kingston district 
6 deaths from diphtheria occurred in West Ham district, 4 in Edmonton 
district, 3 in Hendon district, and 3 in Bexley sub-district. 

METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°55 inches. and that of the 
Thermometer 37° 6, the latter being 2°1 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air 


being 3 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 25°8 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°21 of an inch.

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 20°7 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year, The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Sheffield and in Gateshead, 
1-1 in Sunderland, 1:2 in Cardiff, 1:3 in London and in Croydon, 1-4 in 
Oldham, 1°5 in Derby, in Huddersfield and in Gateshead, 1°6 in Blackburn, 
35 in Bristol, 4:1 in Swansea, and 5:0 in Leicester; from whooping-cough, 
1‘i in Nottingham ; and from “fever,” 1:0 in Gateshead. In no case did the 
death-rate from scarlet fever or from diarrhea reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of 
the thirty-three towns. The 66 deaths from diphtheria included 38 in 
London, 4 in Liverpool, 4 in Leeds, 3in West Ham, 3 in Cardiff, and 3 in 
Birkenhead. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty- 
three towns, 

LONDON. 

In LoNDONt} 2585 BIRTHS and 1805 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 179, and the deaths 149, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. ‘The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 22:2, 21°5, and

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21:9 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 20°9. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 21°6 per 1000, 
being 0°1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1888-97. 

The 1805 deaths included 115 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 38 from 
diphtheria, 49 from whooping-cough, 11 from enteric fever, 11 from diarrhcea 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 232 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 45 above the corrected average weekly 
number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 87, 100, and 106 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 115, and were 72 above the corrected 
average ; 18 cases belonged to Islington, 13 to Hammersmith, 8 to Greenwich, 
6 to Kensington, 6 to St. Pancras, 6to Lambeth, and 6 to Battersea sanitary 
areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 19, 9, and 11 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 8, and were just half of the 
corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 45, 33, 
and 46 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 38, the corrected 
average being 37; 5 cases belonged to Hackney, 4 to St. Pancras, 3 to 
Islington, and 3 to Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 67, 53, and 52 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 49, and were 17 below the corrected average ; 
9 cases belonged to Islington, 6 to Shoreditch, and 5 to Poplar sanitary 
areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 6, 8, and 9 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 11, the corrected average 
being 9; 3 cases belonged to Hackney and 2 to Camberwell sanitary areas. 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 12, 8, and 8 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 11, but were 4 below the corrected average. The 
deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 468, 
438, and 416 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 
425, but were 139 below the corrected average. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 51, having been 98, 87, and 81 in the 
preceding three weeks. | 

Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths, concerning all but 1 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 53 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, 
and 4 of homicide, while the remaining 39 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Four of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 7 
to burns and scalds, and 14 (including 13 of infants under one year of age), 
to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.” — 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 1 case of small-pox, 2534 cases of scarlet fever, 1047 of 
diphtheria, and 82 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with 
those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 175 
cases, against 232, 233, and 199; of diphtheria, 128 cases, against 135, 147, 
and 125; and of enteric fever, 13 cases, against 15, 14, and 7. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3582 births and 2321 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29-1 and 18°9 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 24 deaths from measles, 22 from diphtheria, 11 from 
whooping-cough, 3 from “fever,” and 2 from diarrhoea were registéred. 
Six deaths from measles occurred in Edmonton, 5 in Croydon, 5 in Kingston, 
and 5 in West Ham districts ; 9 deaths from diphtheria occurred in West 
Ham and 4 in Edmonton districts. 


METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°65 inches. and that of the 
Thermometer 38°9, the latter being 1°5 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air 
being 11 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 15°1 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°59 of an inch,

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THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 21:1 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Salford, 1-1 in Sunderland, 
1-2 in Cardiff and in Blackburn, 1:4 in Oldham, 1°5 in Huddersfield, 1°6 in 
London, 2°0 in Derby, 2°6 in Brighton, 3°6 in Bristol, 4:1 in Swansea, and 
5:0 in Leicester; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Sheffield and in Gateshead, 
1:1 in Birmingham, and 1°8 in Oldham ; and from “fever,” 1:8 in Preston. 
In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from diarrhea reach 
1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 68 deaths from 
diphtheria included 33 in London, 6 in West Ham, 4 in Bristol, 4 in Cardiff, 
4 in Birmingham, and 3 in Liverpool. No death from small-pox was registered 
in any of the thirty-three towns. 

In the registration district of Middlesbrough 42 deaths from small-pox 
were registered last week, making a total of 118 deaths from this disease 
since the beginning of the year; with the exception of 3 persons last week 
and 3 in previous weeks, all the deceased belonged to the municipal borough 


of Middlesbrough.

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LONDON. 

In LONDON* 2736 BIRTHS and 1854 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were ll, and the deaths 163, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 21°5, 21:9, and 
20°9 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 21°5. During the 
four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 21°5 per 1000, 
being 0-9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
ten years 1888-97. 

The 1854 deaths included 141 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 33 from 
diphtheria, 59 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 9 from diarrhua 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any 
ill-defined. form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 257 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 62 above the corrected average weekly 
number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 100, 106, and 115 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 141, and were 89 above the corrected 
average ; 18 cases belonged to Islington, 14 to Lambeth, 14 to Woolwich, 10 to 
St. Marylebone, 9 to Hammersmith, 6 to Kensington, 5 to Hackney, 5 to 
Poplar, and 5 to Plumstead sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 9, 11, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, were again 8 last 
week, the corrected average being 14. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 33, 46, and 38 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week 
to 33, and were 3 below the corrected average ; 5 cases belonged to Wands- 
worth, 4 to Camberwell, and 3 to St. George Southwark sanitary areas. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 53, 52, and 49 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 59, but were 7 below the corrected 
average ; 7 cases belonged to Islington, 6 to Bethnal Green, and 6 to Poplar 
sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 8, 9, and 11 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 7, and were 2 below 
the corrected average; 2 cases belonged to Chelsea sanitary area. The 
deaths from diarrhea, which had been 8, 8, and 11 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 9, and were 6 below the corrected average. The 
deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 438, 
416, and 425 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 
429, but were 136 below the corrected average. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 44, having been 87, 81, and 51 in the 
preceding three weeks. 7 


Different forms of violence caused 68 deaths, concerning all of which - 


inquests were held. Of these 68 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, and 2 
of homicide, while the remaining 55 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Three of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 2 
to a conflagration, 10 others to burns and scalds, and 13 (including 12 of 


infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 1 case of small-pox, 2,445 cases of scarlet fever, 1,027 of 
diphtheria, and 84 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with 
those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 197 
cases, against 233, 199, and 175; of diphtheria, 122 cases, against 147, 125, 
and 128 ; and of enteric fever, 15 cases, against 14, 7, and 13.

In Greater London 3877 births and 2395 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 31:6 and 19-5 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 33 deaths from measles, 19 from diphtheria, 16 from 
whooping-cough, 1 from ‘“ fever,” and 4 from diarrhoea were registered. 
Nine deaths from measles occurred in West Ham district, 6 in Kdmonton 
district, and 6 in Croydon district ; 9 deaths from diphtheria occurred in 
West Ham district, and 4 in Edmonton district. 


METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°89 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 37°7, the latter being 3°2 below the week's average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was north-casterly, the horizontal movement of the air 
being nearly equal to the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 18:0 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°01 of an inch.

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10,and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the 
waters. The table is to be read thus :—The Thames water collected on the 17th of February at 
the Grand Junction Company’s intake at Hampton had*a temperature of 7°1° C.; 100,000 Ibs. 
of it contained 33-00 lbs. of solid matter in solution; the organic substances, constituting a 
portion of this matter, contained ‘223 lb. of carbon and ‘040 Ib. of nitrogen, The above 
quantity of water also contained ‘017 lb. of ammonia and ‘261 lb. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was °315 lb. 
The above weight of water also contained 1°8 Ibs. of chlorine, and 22°8 lbs. of carbonate of 
lime, or an equivalent amount of other hardening or soap- destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into ¢ erains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decima! point one . place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in me Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale. 
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Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, 
was :—Kent 0°6, New River 1:0, East London (deep well) 2:2, (river supply) 2°4, Grand 
Junction and Lambeth 2°5, West Middlesex 2°7, Chelsea and Southwark 2°9. The unfiltered 
waters contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton 4'4, New River Cut 1°5, 
and Lea at Angel Road 2°8. f 

The Thames at Hampton was, on February 17th, turbid and pale yellow in colour; it was 
of indifferent chemical and bad bacterial quality ; but the water supplied by the five Companies 
drawing from this river was, in every case, efficiently filtered before delivery, and greatly 
improved in bacterial quality. The bacterial improvement effected by these Companies 1s 
expressed by the following percentage numbers:—Chelsea 99°93, West Middlesex 99°70, 
Southwark (No. 4 filter well) 99°93, (No. 7 filter well) 99°75 (general supply from Hampton) 
99°35, Grand Junction (general filter well at Hampton) 99°33 (general filter well at Kew) 99°10 
(south filter well at Kew) 99°84 and Lambeth 99°90, : 

The New River Cut before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on February 18th, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of excellent 
chemical, but indifferent bacterial, quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered to 
consumers in most excellent chemical and bacterial condition ; ranking, in these respects, with 
the deep well waters. The bacterial improvement is expressed by the following percentage 
numbers :—General filter well 99°62 and No. 2 filter well 99°81. 

The water drawn from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company was, on 
the 19th of February, turbid and pale yellow in colour. It was of good chemical but very bad 
bacterial quality. After storage and efficient filtration, however, it was delivered in excellent 
chemical and bacterial condition, the bacterial improvement being expressed by the following 
percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex filter well 99°47, and No. 2 Essex well 99°53, and Middlesex 
well 99°82. 

The deep well water of the Kent Company was clear and bright without filtration, but 
that of the East London Company was very slightly turbid. Both waters were of excellent 
chemical quality, and the Kent Company’s supply contained only three microbes per cubic 
centimetre capable of developing on a gelatine peptone plate. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent water was clear and colourless, the East 
London (deep well) very slightly turbid and nearly colourless, the New River clear and nearly 
colourless, and the remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
supplies delivered by the various Companies, and collected on the 17th, 18th, 19th, and 
nr of February yielded, after due incubation, the results contained in the following 
table :—

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 21°8 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per L000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Salford, 1°3 in Sheffield, 1-4 
in Hull and in Sunderland, 1-6 in London, 2°6 in Bristol and in Swansea, 
a1 in Huddersfield, 3°2 in Oldham, 3:4 in Brighton, and 4:0 in Leicester ; 
from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Huddersfield, 1:2 in Sheffield and in Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, 13 in Bolton, 15 in Birmingham, and 271 in Oldham; from 
“ fever,” 1:3 in Preston; and from diarrh@a, 1:2 in Liverpool and 1:5 in 
Derby. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever reach 1:0 per 1000 
in any of the thirty-three towns. The 60 deaths from diphtheria included 
36 in London, 5 in Birmingham, 4 in Cardiff, 3 in West Ham, and 3 in Leeds. 
No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 

In the registration district of Middlesbrough 12 deaths from small-pox 
were registered last week, making a total of 130 deaths from this disease 
since the beginning of the year. 

LONDON. 

In LONDON} 2576 BIRTHS and 1869 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 240, and the deaths 29, below

The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 21:9, 20°9, and 
21-5 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 21:6, During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 21°) per . 
1000, being 1*1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of © 
the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1869 deaths included 134 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 36 from ~ 
diphtheria, 56 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric fever, 11 from diarrhea 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ~ 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 257 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 55 above the corrected average weekly 
number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 106, 115, and 141 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 134, but were 82 above the a 





average; 21 cases belonged to Islington, 11 to Battersea, 9 to Kensington, 
9 to Hammersmith, 8 to Chelsea, 8 to Lambeth, and 6 to Bethnal Green 
sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 1], 8, and 8 — 
in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 10, but were 7 below 
the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged to. Battersea sanitary area. they 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 46, 38, and 33 in the preceding ~ 
three weeks, rose again last week to 36, but were 3 below the corrected 
average ; 5 cases belonged to Shoreditch, and 5 to Poplar sanitary areas. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 52, 49, and 59 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 56, but were 15 below the corrected 
average; 9 cases belonged to Bethnal Green, and 7 to Islington sanitary © 
areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 9, 11, and 7 in the : 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 10, the corrected average 
being 9; 2 cases belonged to Paddington sanitary area. ‘The deaths from ~ 
diarrhea, which had been 8, 11, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 11, but were 3 below the corrected average. The deaths — 
referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 416, 425, ~ 
and 429 in the preceding three weeks, were 430 last week, being 77 below 
the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 64, having been 81, 51, and 44 in the preceding three weeks. ; 

Different forms of violence caused 59 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which © 
inquests were held. Of these 59 deaths, 3 were cases of suicide, while ~ 
the remaining 56 were attributed to accident or negligence. One of 
these was referred to a vehicle in the street, 3 to a conflagration, and 227 
(of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed.

Nospitals there were 1 case of small-pox, 2419 cases of scarlet fever, 1024 of 
diphtheria, and 79 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with 
those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 255 — 
cases, against 199, 175, and 197; of diphtheria, 143 cases, against 125, 128, 
and 122 ; and of enteric fever, 14 cases, against 7, 13, and 15. ; 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3596 births and 2409 deaths were registered, corre-— 
sponding to annual rates of 29-3 and 19-6 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 30 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 10 from 
diphtheria, 6 from whooping-cough, 1 from “fever,” and 2 from diarrhoea 
were registered. Ten deaths from measles occurred in West Ham 
district, 6 in Brentford district, and 6 in Edmonton district; 4 deaths from 
diphtheria occurred in West Ham district, and 3 in Hendon district. 


METEOROLOGY. * 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°82 inches. and that of the - 
Thermometer 45°7, the latter being 4°4 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was south-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air 
being 7 per cent. above the week’s average in the i6 years 1860-75. The duration of registered — 
bright sunshine in the week was 13°3 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°25 of an inch. —

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 
The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 20-2 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 : —

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Sheffield, 1:1 in Bradford, 
1-7 in London and in Brighton, 2:0 in Swansea, 2°2 in Halifax, 2°8 in Oldham, 
3°8 in Bristol, and 4:0 in Leicester ; from whovping-cough, 1:0 in Leeds, 1°1 in 
Oldham and in Hull, and 1°5 in Gateshead ; from “ fever,” 1:1 in Oldham ; and 
from diarrhea, 1:2 in Blackburn. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet 
fever reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 82 deaths 
from diphtheria included 53. in London, 5 in Cardiff, 5 in West Ham, and 
3 in Birkenhead. One death from small-pox was registered in Leeds, and 
lin Sunderland, but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns. 

Tn the registration district of Middlesbrough 16 deaths from small-pox 
were registered last week, making a total of 146 deaths from this disease 
since the beginning of the year. 

LONDON. 

In LoNDONy 2218 BIRTHS and 1731 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 497, and the deaths 56, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The

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annual death-rate per LOOO from all causes, which had been 20°9, 21°5, and 
21°6 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 20-0. During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 21:0 per 
1000, being 1:1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1731 deaths included 143 from measles, 15 from scarlet fever, 53 from 
diphtheria, 59 from whooping-cough, 1 from typhus, 1 from enteric fever, 
9 from diarrhcea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from any 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 281 deaths 


were referred to these diseases, being 85 above the corrected average weekly 


number. . 
The deaths from measles, which had been 115, 141, and 134 in the preceding 


three weeks, rose again last week to 143, and were 88 above the corrected © 


average ; 17 cases belonged to Islington, 15 to Hammersmith, 14 to Kensington, 
8 to Paddington, 7 to Chelsea, 7 to Bethnal Green, 7 to Greenwich, 6 to St. 
Marylebone, 6 to Battersea, 5 to Westminster, 5 to St. Giles, 5 to Shoreditch, 
to Poplar, and 5 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 8, 8, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, further rose 
last week to 15, which is also the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged to 
Paddington, 2 to St. Pancras, 2 to Battersea, and 2 to Plumstead sanitary 
areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 38, 33, and 36 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 53, and were 17 above 
the corrected average; 7 cases belonged to Hackney, 5 to St. Pancras, 5 to 
Battersea, and 4 to Bethnal Green sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 49, 59, and 56 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 59, but were 9 below the corrected average. The death 
of a man, aged 20 years, which occurred in Kensington Infirmary, was 


certified as due to “typhus.” The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had 


been 11, 7, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 1, 
the corrected average being 7. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
11, 9, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 9, and 
were 4 below the corrected average. ‘The deaths referred to diseases of the 
respiratory organs, which had been 425, 429, and 430 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 402, and were 54 below the corrected 
average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 34, having 
been 51, 44, and 64 in the preceding three weeks. 


Different forms of violence caused 84 deaths, concerning all of which © 


inquests were held. Of these 84 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, while 
the remaining 76 were attributed to accident or negligence. Seven of 
these was referred to vehicles in the streets, 8 to burns and scalds, 12 to 
drowning, and 19 (of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 1 case of small-pox, 2371 cases of scarlet fever, 1022 of — 
diphtheria, 5 of typhus, and 72 of enteric fever under treatment in these — 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as — 


compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of 
scarlet fever, 191 cases, against 175, 197, and 255; of diphtheria, 133 cases, 
against 128, 122,and 148 ; and of enteric fever, 10 cages, against 13, 15, and 14, 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3089 births and 2262 deaths were registered, corre-— 


sponding to annual rates of 25-1 and 18-4 per 1000 of the estimated population. 


In the Outer Ring 44 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 16 from 
diphtheria, 14 from whooping-cough, 4 from “fever,” and 1 from diarrhoea © 


were registered. Fourteen deaths from measles, 7 from diphtheria, and 
7 from whooping-cough occurred in West Ham district; and 11 deaths from 
measles cccurred in Brentford district. 


METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°73 inches. and that of the 
Thermometer 37°5, the latter being 4°4 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
40 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 16:5 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°36 of an inch,

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 21:5 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Huddersfield, 1-1 in Sunderland, 1:3 in 
London, 1:4 in Birkenhead, 1:6 in Sheffield, 1:8 in Oldham, 1-9 in Newcastle- 
on-Tyne,.2°6 in Swansea, 2°7 in Halifax, 3:0 in Leicester, 3°3 in Bristol, and Hy) 
in Brighton ; from scarlet fever, 1-4in Birkenhead ; and from whooping-cough, 
1:1 in Plymouth and 1:9 in Salford. In no case did the death-rate from 
“fever” or from diarrhea reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three 
towns. The 64 deaths from diphtheria included 45 in London, 4 in 
Birmingham, 3 in Leicester, and 3 in Sheffield. No death from small-pox 
was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 

In the registration district of Middlesbrough 18 deaths from small-pox 
were registered last week, making a total of 164 deaths from this disease 
since the beginning of the year. 

LONDON. 

In Lonpont} 2860 BIRTHS and 1883 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 135, and the deaths 142, above 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The 
annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 21°5, 21°6, and

20:0 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 21:8. During 
the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 21:2 per 
1000, being 0°3 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1883 deaths included 115 from measles, 22 from scarlet fever, 45 from 
diphtheria, 63 from whooping-cough, 1 from typhus, 7 from enteric fever, 
9 from diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from any 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 262 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 53 above the corrected average weekly 
number. 


The deaths from measles, which had been 141, 134, and 143 in the preceding 


three weeks, fell again last week to 115, but were 54 above the corrected 
average; 17 cases belonged to Islington, 10 to Bethnal Green, 9 to 
Hammersmith, 8 to Battersea, 6 to St. Marylebone, 6 to Hackney, and 5 to 
Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
8, 10, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 22, and 
were 3 above the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Kensington, 3 to 
St. George-in-the-East, 3 to Battersea, 2 to St. Pancras, and 2 to Lewisham 
sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 33, 36, and 53 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 45, but were 11 above 
the corrected average; 5 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 5 to Wandsworth, 
4 to Lambeth, 4 to Plumstead, and 3 to Hackney sanitary areas. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 59, 56, and 59 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 63, but were 12 below the corrected average ; 
J cases belonged to Islington sanitary area. The death of a registered 
medical practitioner belonging to Kensington sanitary area, which occurred 
in the Western Fever Hospital, was certified as due to “ typhus.” The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 7, 10, and 1 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 7, the corrected average being 8; 2 cases 
belonged to Hackney sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had 
been 9, 11, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, were again 9 last week, 
the corrected average being 12. The deaths referred to diseases of the 
respiratory organs, which had been 429, 430, and 402 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 451, and were 39 above the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered d2, having 
been 44, 64, and 34 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths, concerning all of which 


inquests were held. Of these 53 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 


homicide, while the remaining 46 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Two of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, L to the effects of 
chloroform administered for surgical purposes, and 14 (of infants under one 
year of age), to suffocation in bed.

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2377 cases of scarlet fever, 1009 of diphtheria, 5 of 
typhus, and 64 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 


compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of 


scarlet fever, 239 cases, against 197, 255, and 191; of diphtheria, 121 cases, 
against 122, 143,and 133 ; and of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 15, 14, and 10. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3914 births and 2448 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 31°8 and 19:9 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 33 deaths from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 15 from 
diphtheria, 14 from whooping-cough, 6 from “ fever,” and 5 from diarrhoea 
were registered. Thirteen deaths from measles, 8 from diphtheria, and 
d from “fever”? occurred in West Ham district; 6 deaths from measles 
ceccurred in Brentford district. 

METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°451 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 40°7, the latter being 3°8 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 20-2 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measies, 1-0 in Huddersfield and in Gateshead, 1°1 in 
Bradford, in Hull, and in Sunderland, 1:2 in Neweastle-on-Tyne, 13 in 
London, 1°5 in Leeds, 1:7 in Croydon, 1:8 in Oldham and in Sheffield, 
2-2 in Halifax, 2°6 in Brighton, 3:1 in Bristol and in Swansea, and 4:2 in 
Leicester ; from whooping-cough, 1:3 in West Ham and in Bolton, and 1-7 
in Salford; and from “fever,” 1:4 in Burnley. In no case did the death- 
rate from scarlet fever or from diarrhea reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the 
thirty-three towns. The 57 deaths from diphtheria included 29 in London, 
3 in Bristol, 3 in Cardiff, 3 in Birmingham, and 3 in Leicester. One death 
from small-pox was registered in Leeds, and 1 in Gateshead, but not one 
in any other of the thirty-three towns. 





* By “estimated” population is meant merely the number of persons who would be living if the mean 
rate of increase in the last intercensal period had since been maintained, 
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In the registration district of Middlesbrough 16 deaths from small-pox 
were registered last week, making a total.of 180 deaths from this disease 
since the beginning of the year. 


LONDON. 


In LONDON* 2415 BIRTHS and 1691 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 326 below, and the deaths 
6 above, the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten 
years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
21°6, 20°0, and 21°8 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 19-6. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
20°8 per 1000, being 0:2 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1691 deaths included 108 from measles, 19 from scarlet fever, 29 from 
diphtheria, 64 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 15 from diarrhcea 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from’ typhus, from any 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 244 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 40 above the corrected average weekly 
number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 134, 143, and 115 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 108, but were 47 above the corrected 
average ; 22 cases belonged to Islington, 10 to Kensington, 6 to Hammer- 
smith, 5 to Paddington, 5 to Poplar, 5 to Battersea, and 5 to Camberwell 
sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been Oot: 
and 22 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 19, but were 2 
above the corrected average; 5 cases belonged to Lewisham, and 2 to 
Clerkenwell sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 36, 
33, and 45 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 29, and were 
4 below the corrected average; 5 cases belonged to Hackney and 4 to 
Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 56,59, and 63 in the preceding three weeks, were 64 last week, the 
corrected average being 70; 8 cases belonged to Poplar, 7 to Islington, 6 to 
Bethnal Green, 6 to Camberwell, 5 to Hackney, 5 to Shoreditch, and 5 to 
Greenwich sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric Jever, which had been 
10, 1, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 9, and 
were equal to the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had. 
been 11, 9, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 
15, and were 2 above the corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases 
of the. respiratory organs, which had been 430, 402, and 451 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 372, and were 10 below the 
corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 33, 
having been 64, 34, and 52 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 78 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 78 deaths, 13 were cases of suicide, while 
the remaining 65 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 10 to burns and scalds, 1 to the 
effects of an anesthetic administered for surgical purposes, and 13 (including 
12 of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. . 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2421 cases of scarlet fever, 1004 of diphtheria, 5 of 
typhus, and 62 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 


compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of ~ 


scarlet fever, 234 cases, against 255, 191, and 239 ; of diphtheria, 121 cases, 
against 143, 133, and 121 ; and of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 14, 10, and 7. 


As far as practicable, the deaths 
thus excluded from Registration London are, for the purposes of Tables 1, 6, and 7, added to the Outer 
Ring, or to other areas to which they belong.

In the above Table all deaths of persons in, or on the way to, Hospitals and other Public Institutions, as 
yell as those of persons under treatment in surgical homes, or dying by accident or otherwise in the 
treets, have been distributed, as far as practicable, to the sanitary areas in which the deceased had 
previously resided. The deaths of 512 London residents who died outside Registration London in the 
trand Union Workhouse at Edmonton, the Holborn Union Workhouse at Mitcham, the City of 
ondon Lunatic Asylum at Stone, and the Metropolitan Hospitals and Asylums, have been similarly 
istributed.

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING MARCH 1898. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
4th April, 1898. 
SIR, 

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer 
circle of the Metropolis during the month of March. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these 
monthly examinations to (a) the bacterioscopic and chemical condition of the raw river waters 
at the intakes of the various Companies, and (b) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues 
from the filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains, 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham 


and Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill, of — 


Birmingham, and Dr. Mills, of Glasgow. 
Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876, as unity, the proportional amount; 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies 
was :—Kent 0°6, New River 0°7, East London (river supply) 1°8, (deep well) 1-9, Lambeth 2-0, 
pee vies iia Lier i Grand Junction 2-4, and West Middlesex 2‘8. The unfiltered 
waters contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton 4° i :

The Thames at Hampton was, on March 21st, turbid) and pale yellow in colour ; it was 
of fairly good chemical but bad bacterial quality. The water supplied by the five Companies 
drawing from this river was, in every case, efficiently filtered before delivery. The bacterial 
purity was also with few exceptions highly satisfactory. The bacterial improvement 
effected by the various Companies is expressed by the following percentage numbers :— 
Chelsea 99°95, West Middlesex 98°79, Southwark (No. 4 filter) 99:93, (No. 8 filter) 99°77, (general 
supply from Hampton) 99°67, Grand Junction (general filter well at Hampton) 99°83, (general 
filter well at Kew) 99°50, (south filter well at Kew) 99-92, and Lambeth 99°95, ;

waters. The Table is to be read thus :—The Thames water collected on the 21st of March at 
the Grand Junction Company’s intake at Hampton had a temperature of 8°8° C.; 100,000 Ibs. 
of it contained 29°28 Ibs. of solid matter in solution ; the organic substances, constituting a 
portion of this matter, contained ‘230 lb. of carbon and ‘040 lb. of nitrogen. The above 
quantity of water also contained :005 lb. of ammonia and ‘189 1b. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was 233 Ib. 
The above weight of water also contained 1:7 lb, of chlorine, and 21°8 Ibs. of carbonate of 
lime, or an equivalent amount of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

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The New River Cut before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company was, on March 23rd, turbid, but very pale yellow in colour. It was of excellent 
chemical, and fairly good bacterial, quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered to 
consumers in most excellent chemical and bacterial condition, being equal in both respects 
to deep well water. The bacterial improvement effected by storage and filtration is expressed 
by the following numbers :—General filter well 99°35, No. 4 filter well 99°86, and No. 5 filter 
well 98°99, 

The water drawn from the Lea at Angel-road by the Hast London Company was, on the 
23rd of March, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of fairly good chemical, but bad 
bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered in most excellent chemical 
condition ; but all three filter wells contained numbers of microbes in excess of the standard of 
100 per cubic centimetre. Nevertheless, the bacterial improvement effected is expressed by the 
following high percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex well 97°52, No. 2 Essex well 97:08, and 
Middlesex well 98°49. 

The deep well water of the Kent Company was clear and bright without filtration, but 
that of the Hast London Company was very slightly turbid from minute particles of rust of 
iron. Both waters were of excellent quality, and possessed a high degree of organic purity. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent Company’s water was clear and colourless, 
the East London (deep well) very slightly turbid and colourless, the New River clear and 
nearly colourless, and the remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
waters delivered by the various Companies, and collected on the 21st,-22nd, 23rd, and 24th 
ay very yielded, after incubation for five days, the results contained in the following

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THRAE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 19°5 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measi/es, 1:0 in Huddersfield, 1:1 in Bradford, b3" tint 
London, 1-4 in Sunderland, 1°5 in Swansea and in Derby, 1°6 in Leeds, 
1:7°in Brighton, 1:8 in Wolverhampton, 2°0 in Bristol, 2:7 in Halifax, 
and 3:0 in Leicester; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in Derby ; and from whooping- 
cough, 1:0 in Gateshead, and 1:2 in Newcastle-on-Tyne. In no case did the 
death-rate from “fever” or from diarrhea reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the 
thirty-three towns. The 70 deaths from diphtheria included 34 in London, 
7 in Cardiff, 4in West Ham, 3 in Croydon, and 3 in Birmingham. One 
death from small-pox was registered in Newcastle-on-Tyne, but not one in 
any other of the thirty-three towns. 

In the registration district of Middlesbrough 8 deaths from small-pox 
were registered last week, making a total of 188 deaths from this disease 
since the beginning of the year. 


LONDON. 
In LONDONt 2623 BIRTHS and 1648 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 27, and the deaths ao, 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten

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years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
20:0, 21°8, and 19°6 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 
19:1. During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
201 per 1000, being 0:1 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 7 

The 1648 deaths included 117 from measles, 12 from scarlet fever, 34 from 
diphtheria, 59 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 12 from diarrhcea 
and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 241 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 32 above the corrected average weekly 
number, . . 

The deaths. from measles, which had been 143, 115, and 108 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 117, and were 49 above the corrected 
average; 12. cases belonged to Islington, 8 to Kensington, 8 to Battersea, 
7, to. Camberwell, 6 to Greenwich, 6 to Bethnal Green, 6 to Wandsworth, 5 to 
Paddington, and 5 to St. Pancras sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 15, 22, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, further 
fell last week to 12, and were 4 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been, 53, 45,and 29 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 34, the corrected average being 35; 5 cases belonged 
to Hackney and 4 to Islington sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 59, 63, and 64 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 59, and were 10 below the corrected average ; 6 cases 
belonged to Westminster, 6 to Islington, and 6 to Poplar sanitary areas. The 
fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 1, 7, and 9 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 7, the corrected average being 6. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 9, 9, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 12, and were 3 below the corrected average. The 
deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 402, 
451, and 372 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 305, and. 
were 81 below the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to 
He ape numbered 82, having been 34, 52, and 33 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 76 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 76 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide and 2 of 
homicide, while the remaining 65 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Six of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 8 to burns and 
scalds, and 29 (of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.” 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2384 cases of scarlet fever, 962 of diphtheria, 
6 of typhus, and 61 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 
217 cases, against 191, 239, and 234: of diphtheria, 109 cases, against 
133, 121, and 121; and of enteric fever, 13 cases, against 10, 7, and 11. 


GREATER LONDON. | 

In Greater London 3556 births and 2120 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28-9 and 17:3 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the: Outer Ring 29 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 21 from 
diphtheria, 17 from whooping-cough, 3 from “fever,” and 4 from diarrhcea 
were registered. Seven deaths from measles, 9 from diphtheria, 8 from 
whooping-cough, and 3 from “fever” occurred in West Ham district ; 
8 deaths from measles cccurred in Edmonton district, and 6 in Brentford 
district ; 3 deaths from diphtheria occurred in Croydon, 3 in Dartford, 3 in 
Hendon, and 3 in Edmonton districts. 


METEOROLOGY. | 

._ The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°66 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 49°3, the latter being 3°1 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
32 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 25°8 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°31 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measiles, 1:0 in Derby, 1:1 in Oldham, 1°5 in London, 
in Bristol, and in Leeds, 1°6 in Halifax and in Sheffield, and 2°7 in 
Leicester ; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Sheffield and in Gateshead, 11 in 
Oldham, and 1°9 in Salford ; and from diarrhea, 1:1 in Plymouth. In no 
case did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from “ fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 
in any of the thirty-three towns. The 48 deaths from diphtheria included 
31 in London, 3 in Cardiff, and 3 in Liverpool. One death from small-pox 
was registered in Sunderland, but not one in any other of the thirty-three 
towns. 

In the registration district of Middlesbrough 5 deaths from small-pox 
were registered last week, making a total of 193 deaths from this disease 
since the beginning of the year. 


LONDON. 
In LONDON 2769 BIRTHS and 1546 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 33 above, and the deaths 147 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten

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years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
21°8, 19°6, and 19:1 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 
17-9. During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
19°6 per 1000, being 02 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1546 deaths included 131 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 31 from 
diphtheria, 53 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, 1 from an ill- 
defined form of continued fever, 10 from diarrhcea and dysentery, and not 
one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from cholera; thus, 241 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 20 above the corrected average weekly } 
number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 115,108, and 117 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 131, and were 57 above the corrected 
average ; 13 cases belonged to Islington, 11 to Paddington, 10 to St. Marylebone, — 
J to Wandsworth, 8 to Kensington, 7 to Lambeth, 7 to Camberwell, 6 to 
Bethnal Green, 6 to Poplar, and 6 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 22, 19, and 12 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week to 10, and were 6 below the corrected average ; 
2 cases belonged to Lambeth and 2 to Plumstead sanitary areas. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 45, 29, and 34 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 31,and were 2 below the corrected average; 6 cases 
belonged to Wandsworth, 3 to Hackney, and 3 to Camberwell sanitary areas. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 63, 64, and 59 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 53, and were 20 below the 
corrected average ; 9 cases belonged tu Camberwell and 7 to Islington 
sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 7,9, and 7 in 
the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 5, and were 3 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 9, 15, and 12 
in the preceding three weeks, were 10 last week, the corrected average being 
15. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had 
been 451, 372, and 305 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 
283, and were 96 below the corrected average. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 23, having been 52, 33, and 32 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 55 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 44 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Four of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, and 13 (of infants 
under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2334 cases of scarlet fever, 953 of diphtheria, 5 of typhus, 
and 67 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those 
in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 241 cases, 
against 239, 234, and 217; of diphtheria, 105 cases, against 121, 121, 
and 109 ; and of enteric fever, 14 cases, against 7, 11, and 13, 

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3912 births and 1976 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 31:8 and 16-1 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 22 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 16 from 
diphtheria, 10 from whooping-cough, 5 from “fever,” and 2 from diarrhoea 
were registered. _ Six deaths from measles occurred in Brentford district, 
6 in Edmonton district, and 5 in West Ham district; 4 from diphtheria 
cccurred in Edmonton, 3 in Dartford, 3 in Hendon, and 3 in West Ham 
districts.

_ The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°84 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 46°4, the latter being 1°9 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was north-easterly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
27 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 46°4 hours ; no rain was measured during the week.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Derby, 1:1 in Sunderland, 1:2 in 
London, 1-4 in Oldham, 1°5 in Bristol, 2:2 in Halifax, and 2°5 in Leicester ; 
from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Derby, 1:1 in Sunderland, 1:4 in Liverpool and 

in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 1°5 in Gateshead, and 1:7 in Bolton; and from 
“fever,” 1:1 in Sunderland, and 1:2 in Wolverhampton. In no case did the 
death-rate from scarlet fever or from diarrhea reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of 
the thirty-three towns. The 66 deaths from diphtheria included 39 in 

London, and 6 in Birmingham. No death from smail-pox was registered in 

any of the thirty-three towns. : 

_ In the registration district of Middlesbrough 4 deaths from small-pox 

were registered last week, making a total of 197 deaths from this disease

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years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
19:6, 19:1, and 17:9 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 
17-2. During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
18°5 per 1000, being 1:0 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1838-97. 

The 1485 deaths included 107 from measles, 13 from scarlet fever, 39 from 
diphtheria, 70 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 10 from 
diarrhea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 246 


deaths were referred to these diseases, being 24 above the corrected average - 


weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 108, 117, and 131 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 107, but were 31 above the corrected 
average ; 12 cases belonged to St. Marylebone, 12 to Islington, 9 to Hammer- 
smith, 9 to Bethnal Green, and 6 to Paddington sanitary areas. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 19,12, and 10 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 13, but were 4 below the corrected average ; 
2 cases belonged to Kensington and 2 to Poplar sanitary areas. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 29,34, and 31 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 39, and were 4 above the corrected average ; 4 cases 
belonged to Chelsea, 4 to St. Pancras, 4 to Islington, 4 to Bethnal Green, 3 to 
Hackney, 3 to Poplar, and 3 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from 


whooping-cough, which shad been 64, 59, and 53 in the preceding three - 


weeks, rose again last week to 70, but were 4 below the corrected average. 
The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 9,7, and 5 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 7, and were equal to the corrected average ; 
2 cases belonged to Bethnal Green and 2 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The 
deaths from diarrhea, which had been 15, 12, and 10 in the preceding three 
weeks, were again 10 last week, the corrected average being 12. The deaths 
referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 372, 305, 
and 283 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 274, and were 
83 below the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 19, having been 33, 32, and 23 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 61 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 61 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 49 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Five of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 1 to a conflagration, 
7 others to burns and scalds, 1 to the effects of chloroform administered for 
surgical purposes, and 10 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 
in bed. 

CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2302 cases of scarlet fever, 930 of diphtheria, 3 of typhus, 
and 59 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 205 cases, 
against 234, 217, and 241; of diphtheria, 110 cases, against 121, 109, and 105 ; 
and of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 11, 13, and 14. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3482 births and 1951 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28°3 and 15-9 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 27 deaths from measles, 14 from diphtheria, 17 from 
whooping-cough, and 5 from diarrhoea were registered. Six deaths from 
measles occurred in Hendon district, 6 from , diphtheria in Bexley sub- 
district, and 4 deaths from diphtheria and 7 from whooping-cough in West 
Ham. district. 

METEOROLOGY. | 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°60 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 48°3, the latter being 0°3 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
13 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 


bright sunshine in the week was 23°9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°49 of 
an inch.

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 17:4 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:1 in London and in Halifax, 1:2 in Bristol 
and in Wolverhampton, and 1°3 in Bradford; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in 
Derby ; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Salford, in Sheffield, and in Gateshead, 
1:2 in Liverpool, and 1°6 in Newcastle-on-Tyne; and from diarrhea, 1-2 in 
Wolverhampton. In no case did the death-rate from “fever” reach 1:0 per 
1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 50 deaths from diphtheria 
included 27 in London, 3 in West Ham, and 3 in Liverpool. One death 
from small-pox was registered in Gateshead, but not one in any other of 
the thirty-three towns. 

In the registration district of Middlesbrough 5 deaths from small-pox 
were registered last week, making a total of 202 deaths from this disease 
since the beginning of the year. 





* By “estimated” population is meant merely the number of persons who would be living if the mean 
rate of increase in the last intercensal period had since been maintained. 
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LONDON. 


In LoNDON* 2449 BIRTHS and 1464 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 358, and the deaths 142, 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten 
years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
19:1, 17:9, and 17:2 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 
169. During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
17°8 per 1000, being 1:5 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1464 deaths included 99 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 27 from | 
diphtheria, 52 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, 13 from 
diarrhwea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 206 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 15 below the corrected average 
weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 117, 131, and 107 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 99, but were 24 above the corrected 
average ; 10 cases belonged to St. Marylebone, 9 to Kensington, 6 to Hammer- 
smith, 6 to Battersea, 5 to Chelsea, 5 to St. Pancras, 5 to Islington, 5 to 
Camberwell, and 5 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet 
Jever, which had been 12, 10, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 10, and were 8 below the corrected average; 2 cases 
belonged to Fulham and 2 to Shoreditch Sanitary areas. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 34, 31, and 39 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 27, and were 6 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 59, 53, and 70 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 52, and were 16 below the corrected 
average; 7 cases belonged to Lambeth, 7 to Greenwich, and 6 to Bethnal 
Green sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric Jever, which had been 7, 5, 
and 7 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 5, and were 3 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 12, 10, 
and 10 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 13, but were 
4 below the corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory 
organs, which had been 305, 283, and 274 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 226, and were 104 below the corrected average. The 
deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 17 , having been 32, 23, and 
19 in the preceding three weeks. : 

Different forms of violence caused 61 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 61 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide and 2 of 
homicide, while the remaining 53 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Five of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 7 to burns and scalds, 
7 to drowning, 1 to “ phosphorus necrosis caused whilst working in a match 
factory,” 1 to the effects of chloroform administered for surgical purposes, 
and 9 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2271 cases of scarlet fever, 942 of diphtheria, 3 of typhus, 
and 54 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last — 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 209 cases, { 
against 217, 241, and 205; of diphtheria, 133 cases, against 109, 105,and 110;

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3428 births and 1875 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 27:9 and 15:3 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 21 deaths from measles, 13 from diphtheria, and 19 
from whooping-cough were registered. Seven deaths from measles occurred 
in Hendon, 5 in Brentford, and 4 in West Ham districts; 6 deaths from 
diphtheria occurred in West Ham district; 8 deaths from whooping-cough 
occurred in West Ham, and 4 in Edmonton districts. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°64 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 51°°9, the latter being 1°9 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
28 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75, The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 36°6 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°58 of 
an inch.

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, 
circle of the Metropolis during the month of April. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these 
monthly examinations to (a) the bacterioscopic and chemical condition of the raw river waters 
at the intakes of the various Companies, and (2) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues 
from the filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

Iappend, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham 
and Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill, of 
Birmingham, and Dr, Mills, of Glasgow.

All the numbers contained in columns 4,5, 6, 7, 8, 9,10,and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the 
waters. The Table is to be read thus —The Thames ‘water collected on the 16th of April at 
the Grand Junction Company’s intake at Hampton had a temperature of 13-0° C. ; 100,000 Ibs. 
of it contained 27°68 lbs. of solid matter in solution; the organic substances _ constituting a 
portion of this matter, contained ‘241 lb. of carbon. and *057 lb. of nitrogen. The above 
quantity of water also contained ‘005 lb. of ammonia and ‘158 Ib. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was °219 lb, 
The above weight of water also contained 1:7 lb. of chlorine, and 20°6 lbs. of carbonate of 
lime, or an equivalent amount of other hardening or soap- destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale, 
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Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, 
was :—Kent0°6, New River 1:2, East London (deep well) 1°3, (river supply) 271, Southwark 2°4, 
Chelsea and West Middlesex 2° By Grand Junction 2°6, end Lambeth 2° Ge Tite unfiltered waters 
contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton 5°1, New River Cut 2°3,and Lea 
at Angel Road 7:2. 

The Thames at Hampton was, on April 16th, turbid and yellow in colour; it was 
of bad chemical and indifferent bacterial quality ; put the water supplied by the five Companies 
drawing from this river was, in every case, efficiently filtered before delivery, and of good 
quality for dietetic purposes. The bacterial improvement effected by these Companies is 
expressed by the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°84, West Middlesex 99:77, 
Southwark (No. 4 filter well) 100, (No. 5 filter well ) 98°44, (general supply from Hampton) 96°28, 
Grand Junction (general filter well at Hampton) 99°51, (general filter well at Kew) 98°98 
(South filter well at Kew) 99°81, and Lambeth 99°77. 

The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on April 19th, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of excellent 
chemical, and good bacterial, quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered to consumers 
in most excellent chemical and bacterial condition ; ranking, in these respects, with the deep 
well waters. The bacterial improvement is expressed by the following percentage numbers :— 
Filter well No. 2 99°74, filter well No. 5 99°47, and general filter well 99°15. 

The water drawn from the Lea at Angel-road by the East London Company was, on the 
19th of April, turbid and yellow in colour. It was of bad chemical, but good bacterial, quality. 
After storage and efficient filtration, it was delivered in excellent chemical condition ; but 
the bacteria, in two out of the three filter wells examined, were considerably in excess of the 
standard. Nevertheless, the bacterial improvement was expressed by the following per- 
centage numbers :—No. 1 Essex filter well 93°58, No. 2 Essex well 53:70, and Middlesex 
well 99°57. 

The deep well water of the Kent Company was clear and bright without filtration, but 
that of the East London Company was very slightly turbid. Both waters were of excellent 
chemical quality, and the Kent Company’s supply. from the “ Bath” well at Deptford, 
contained only two microbes per cubic centimetre capable of developing on a gelatine-peptone 
plate. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent water was clear and colourless, the East 
London (deep well) very slightly turbid and colourless, the New River clear and nearly 
colourless, and the remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
supplies delivered by the various Companies, and collected on the 16th, 18th, and 19th of 
April, yielded, after prolonged incubation, the results contained in the following Table :—

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16.6 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year, The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Bristol, 1-1 in Halifax and in Bradford, 
and 2°0 in Derby; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Leeds, and 1:2 in Salford 
and in Sheffield ; and from diarrhea, 1:2 in Blackburn. In no case did the 
death-rate from scarlet fever or from “fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of 
the thirty-three towns. The 50 deaths from diphtheria included 20 in 
London, 6 in Birmingham, 4 in Cardiff, 4 in West Ham, and 3 in Burnley. 
No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 

In the registration district of Middlesbrough 3 deaths from small-pox 
were registered last week, making a total of 205 deaths from this disease 
‘Since the beginning of the year. 


LONDON. 


In LonDonyt 2425 BIRTHS and 1356 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 279,. and the deaths 245, 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten

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years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
17°9, 17:2, and 16°9 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 
15°7.. During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
16°9 per 1000, being 2-1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1356 deaths included 76 from measles, 11 from scarlet fever, 20 from 
diphtheria, 48 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 8 from 
diarrhcea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 170 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 40 below the corrected average 
weekly number. | 

The deaths from measles, which had been 131, 107, and 99 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 76, but were 4 above the corrected 
average ; 7 cases belonged to St. Marylebone, 6 to Greenwich, 5 to Islington, 
and 5 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 10, 13, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, were 11 last week, the 
corrected average being 16; 2 cases belonged to St. George Scuthwark 
Sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 31, 39, and 27 
in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 20, and were 17 below 
the corrected average; 3 cases belonged to Poplar sanitary area. The 
mortality from diphtheria was lower last week than it had been in any week 
since April, 1892. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 53, 
70, and 52 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week 
to 48, and were 13 below the corrected average ; 5 cases belonged to Islington 
and 5) to Greenwich sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which 
had been 5, 7, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 7, 
which is also the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged to Greenwich sanitary 
area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 10, 10, and 13 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 8, and were 7 below the corrected 
average. ‘T'he deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had 
been 283, 274, and 226 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 
232, but were 81 below the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly 
to influenza numbered 15, having been 23, 19, and 17 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 58 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 58 deaths, 8 were. cases of suicide and 2 of 
homicide, while the remaining 48 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Seven of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 7 to drowning, 1 to 
poisoning by coal gas, .1 to the effects of an anesthetic administered for 
surgical purposes, and 9 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in 
bed. 

CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2246 cases of scarlet fever, 49 of diphtheria, 3 of typhus, 
and 957 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 229 cases, 
against 241, 205, and 209 ; of diphtheria, 131 cases, against 105, 110, and 133 ; 
and of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 14, 10, and 3. 

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3397 births and 1713 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 27°6 and 13-9 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 13 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 10 from 
diphtheria, 13 from whooping-cough, 5 from “fever,” and 6 from diarrhea 
were registered. Three deaths from measles and 3 from diphtheria occurred 
in Edmonton district; 2 deaths from measles, 4 from diphtheria, 6 from 
whooping-cough, and 3 from “fever” occurred in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°55 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 50°7, the latter being 1°0 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was south-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
24 per cent, above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75, The duration of registered 
ee ee in the week was 30°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°54 of 
an inch.

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of Kngland 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16-4 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 


mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Derby ; from whooping-cough, 11 in 
Plymouth, and 1°2 in Salford and in Sheffield ; and from diarrhea, 1:1 in 
Plymouth. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from “ fever ” 
reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 50 deaths from 
diphtheria included 31 in London, 3 in Birmingham, and 3 in Leeds. No 
death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 

In the registration district of Middlesbrough 2 deaths from small-pox 
were registered last week, making a total of 207 deaths from this disease 
Since the beginning of the year.

In LoNDONt 2285 BIRTHS and 1360 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 298, and the deaths 237, 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten

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years. The annual death-rate. per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
17:2, 16°9, and 15°7 in the preceding three weeks, was again 15:7 last week. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
16°4 per 1000, being 2°3 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. | 

The 1360 deaths included 82 from measles, 16 from scarlet fever, 31 from 
diphtheria, 47 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, 16 from 
diarrhcea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 193 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 15 below the corrected average 
weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 107, 99, and 76 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 82, and were 8 above the corrected 
average ; 13 cases belonged to St. Marylebone, 7 to Chelsea, 5 to Islington, 
and 5 to Plumstead sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 13, 10, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week 
to 16, the corrected average being 15; 4 cases belonged to Hackney, 3 to 
Kensington, and 2 to Poplar sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 39, 27, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last 


week to 31, but were 7 below the corrected average; 4 cases belonged to — 


Lewisham, 3 to Islington, 3 to St. Luke, 3 to Poplar, and 3 to Battersea sanitary 
areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 70,52, and 48 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 47 last week, the corrected average being 5d ; 
6 cases belonged to Lambeth and 5 to St. Pancras sanitary areas. The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 7, 5, and 7 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 1, the corrected average being 9. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 10, 18, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 16, the corrected average being 15.. The deaths referred 
to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 274, 226, and 2382 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 177, and were 134 below the 
corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 10, 
having been 19, 17, and 15 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 65 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 65 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 56 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Nine of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 1 to the effects of 
chloroform administered for surgical purposes, and 16 (including 15 of 
infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 

CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2241 cases of scarlet fever, 953 of diphtheria, 2 of typhus, 
and 55 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 223 cases, 
against 205, 209, and 229; of diphtheria, 130 cases, against 110, 133, and 131; 
and of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 10, 3, and J1. 

GREATER LONDON. 
In Greater London 3206 births and 1734 deaths were registered, corre- 


sponding to annual rates of 26°1 and 14:1 per 1000 of the estimated population. — 


In the Outer Ring 13 deaths from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 8 from 
diphtheria, 10 from whooping-cough, 2 from “fever,” and 4 from diarrhoea 
were registered. Four deaths from measles occurred in Kingston district, 
and 3 in West Ham district; 4 deaths from diphtheria occurred in Hendon 
district ; 6 deaths from whooping-cough occurred in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°78 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 49°-0, the latter being 4°°6 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
4 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
ik Oe ge in the week was 32°2 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°78 of 
an inch.

THIRTY-THREE GREAT Towns. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16°5 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:1 in Bradford and 4:3 in Halifax ; from 
scarlet fever, 1:6 in Halifax ; and from whooping-cough, 1:1 in Birmingham 
and in Sunderland, 1:2 in Liverpool and in Sheffield, 1:5 in Gateshead, and 
1-9 in Newcastle-on-Tyne. Inno case did the death-rate from “ Jever” or from 
diarrhea reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. “The 55 deaths 
from diphtheria included 27 in London, 4 in West Ham, 4 in Cardiff, 4 in 
Liverpool, and 3 in Leeds. One death from small-pox was registered in 
Neweastle-on-Tyne, but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns. 

In the registration district of Middlesbrough 2 deaths from small-pox 
were registered last week, making a total of 209 deaths from this disease 
since the beginning of the year. 


LONDON. 


In LONDON} 2569 BIRTHS and 1385 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 6, and the deaths 194, 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten

years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
16°9, 15°7, and 15:7 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 16:0. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
16-1 per 1000, being 2:4 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1385 deaths included 74 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 27 from 
diphtheria, 59 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 10 from 
diarrhcea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 182 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 34 below the corrected average 
weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 99, 76, and 82 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 74, the corrected average being 73 ; 
10 cases belonged to St. Marylebone, 7 to Lewisham, and 5 to Islington 
sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 10, 11, 
and 16 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 6, and were 
11 below the corrected average; 2 cases belonged to Kensington, and 2 
to Chelsea sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
27, 20, and 31 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 27, and 
were 9 below the corrected average; 3 cases belonged to Battersea 
sanitary area. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 52, 48, 
and 47 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 59, but 
were 3 below the corrected average; 7 cases belonged to Lambeth, 6 to 
Islington, and 95 to St. Pancras sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric 
Jever, which had been 5, 7, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 6, the corrected average being 8. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 13, 8, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 10, and were 6 below the corrected average. The 
deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 226, 
232, and 177 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 216, but 
were 73 below the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to 
influenza numbered 1b, having been 17, 15, and 10 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 63 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 63 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 52 were attributed to accident or negligence. | 
Five of these were referred to vehicles in the .streets, 5 to drowning, 
and 17 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2195 cases of scarlet fever, 923 of diphtheria, 2 of typhus, 
and 54 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3), The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the 
preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 256 cases, 
against 209, 229, and 223; of diphtheria, 144 cases, against 133, 131, and 130; 
and of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 3, 11, and 8. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 8557 births and 1753 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28-9 and 14°3 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 14 deaths from measles, 1 from. scarlet fever, 14 from 
diphtheria, 16 from whooping-cough, 1 from “ fever,” and 6 from diarrhea 
were registered. Six deaths from diphtheria occurred in West Ham district 
4 in Edmonton district, and 2 in Kingston district, 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°68 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 54°7, the latter being 0°9 below the week's average in the 50 years 1841-90 
The direction of the wind was easterly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
28 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16°8 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured ‘by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Manchester, 11 in Halifax, LGsin 
Bradford, and 2°3 in Newcastle-on-Tyne ; and from whooping-cough, 1:1 in 
Bradford, 1:2 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 1°3 in Sheffield. In no case did the 
death-rate from scarlet fever, “fever,” or diarrhea reach 1:0 per 1000 in any 
of the thirty-three towns. The 54deaths from diphtheria included 30 in 
London, 4 in Liverpool, and 2 each in West Ham, Portsmouth, Cardiff, 
Birkenhead, Burnley, Leeds, and Gateshead. No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpont 2199 BIRTHS and 1392 DEATHS were registered, Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 391, and the deaths 120, 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten

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years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
15:7, 15°7, and 16:0 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 16:1. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
15-9 per 1000, being 2°3 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1392 deaths included 68 from measles, 17 from scarlet fever, 30 from 
diphtheria, 45 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, 17 from 
diarrhwa and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 180 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 17 below the corrected average 
weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 76, 82, and 74 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 68, which is also the corrected average ; 
6 cases belonged to Kensington, 6 to Islington, 6 to Hackney, and 6 to 
Wandsworth sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 11, 16, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 17, 
the corrected average being 16; 4 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 2 to 
Fulham, 2 to Lambeth, and 2 to Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 20, 31, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 30, but were 5 below the corrected average ; 
5 cases belonged to Hackney, 3 to Islington, 3 to Bethnal Green, and 3 to 
Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
‘been 48, 47, and 59 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 
45, and were 6 below the corrected average ; 5 cases belonged to Greenwich, 
5 to Lambeth, and 4 to Islington sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric 
fever, which had been 7, 1, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
to 3 last week, the corrected average being 8. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 8, 16, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 17, which is also the corrected average. The deaths referred 
to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 232, 177, and 216 
in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 226, but were 49 
below the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 13, having been 15, 10, and 16 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 77 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 77 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide and 10 of 
homicide, while the remaining 60 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Nine of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 6 to drowning, 
and 14 (including 13 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 1 case of small-pox, 2207 cases of scarlet fever, 973 of 
diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 55 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of 
scarlet fever, 220 cases, against 229, 223, and 256; of diphtheria, 147 cases, 
against 131, 130, and 144; and of enteric fever, 14 cases, against 11, 8, and 10. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3081 births and 1789 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 25°1 and 14-6 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 10 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 10 from 
diphtheria, 13 from whooping-cough, 3 from “fever,” and 5 from diarrhcea 
were registered. Three deaths from diphtheria occurred in Edmonton 
district, 2 in West Ham district, and 2 in Croydon district; and 2 deaths 
from scarlet fever occurred in Hendon district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°66 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 51°9, the latter being 5°4 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
29 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75, The duration of registered — 
bright sunshine in the week was 26'4 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°61 of 
an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:3 in Bradford, 15 in Salford, and 2:1 in 
Neweastle-on-Tyne; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in Gateshead: and from 
whooping-cough, 1-2 in Salford, 1:5 in Gateshead, and 1:6 in Newcastle-on- 
Tyne. In no case did the death-rate from “fever” or from diarrhea reach 
1-0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 42 deaths from diphtheria 
included 23 in London, 3 in Cardiff, 3 in Birmingham, 2 in West Ham, 
2 in Sheffield, and 2 in Hull. No death from small-pox was registered in 
any of the thirty-three towns.

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LONDON. 


In LONDON* 2646 BIRTHS and 1411 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 63 above, and the deaths 64 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten 
years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
15:7, 16-0, and 16:1 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 16°3. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
16-0 per 1000, being 1°9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. | 

The 1411 deaths included 74 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 23 from 
diphtheria, 51 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 22 from 
diarrhea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 184 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 19 below the corrected average 
weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 82, 74, and 68 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last weekto 74, the corrected average being 73 ; 
8 cases belonged to Islington, 6 to St. Marylebone, 6 to Greenwich, and 5 to 
Rotherhithe sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 16, 6, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 10, 
and were 7 below the corrected average; 4 cases belonged to Hackney 
sanitary area, The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 31, 27, and 30 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 23, and were 12 below 
the corrected average; 2 cases belonged to Paddington, 2 to Kensington, 
2 to Islington, 2 to St. George Southwark, 2 to PRattersea, and 2 to Wandsworth 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 47, 59, 
and 45 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 51, and were 
5 above the corrected average ; 6 cases belonged to Islington, 6 to Lambeth, 
6 to Greenwich, and 5 to Battersea sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric 
Jever, which had been 1, 6, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 4, but were 3 below the corrected average. The deaths from — 
diarrhea, which had been 16, 10, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose last week to 22, which is also the corrected average. The 
deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 177, 
216, and 226 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 212, and 
were 32 below the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to 
influenza numbered 10, having been 10, 16, and 13 in the preceding three 
weeks, | 

Different forms of violence caused 88 deaths, concerning all but 3 of which — 
inquests were held. Of these 88 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide and 2 of — 
homicide, while the remaining 76 were attributed te accident or negligence. 
Nine of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 8 to drowning, 
1 to the effects of chloroform administered for surgical purposes, and 
13 (including 12 of infants under ene year of age) to suffocation in bed.

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 1 case of small-pox, 2169 cases of scarlet fever, 1001 of © 
diphtheria, and 44 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared — 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 
206 cases, against 223, 256, and 220; of diphtheria, 150 cases, against 130," 
144, and 147; and of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 8, 10, and 14. %

In Greater London 3649 births and 1840 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29°7 and 15°) per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 20 deaths from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 1J from 
diphtheria, 18 from whooping-cough, 4 from “fever,” and 4 from diarrhoea 
were registered: Four deaths from measles occurred in Bexley sub-district, 
3 in Chiswick sub-district, and 3 in Willesden sub-district ; 3 deaths from 
diphtheria occurred in Dartford district, and 3 in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°85 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 60°2, the latter being 2°0 above the week's average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
5 per cent. below the weck’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
Bers speenine in the week was 4l‘l hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°32 of 
an inch.

SIR, 
I HAVE to report to, you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, 
circle of the Metropolis during the month of May. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these 
mouthly examinations to (a) the bacterioscopic and chemical condition of the raw river waters 
at the intakes of the various Companies, and (4) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues 
from the filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham 
and Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill, of 
Birmingham, and Dr, Mills, of Glasgow.

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the 7 
waters. The Table is to be read thus :—The Thames water collected on the 7th of May at 
the Grand Junction Company's intake at Hampton had a temperature of 13'4° . ; 100,000 Ibs, 
of it contained 27:12 Ibs. of solid matter in solution ; the, organic substances, constituting a 
portion of this matter, contained °187 lb. of carbon and ‘035 Ib. of nitrogen. The above 
quantity of water also contained ‘008 lb. of ammonia and ‘144 lb. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was.‘186 lb. 
The above weight of water also contained 1°8 Ib. of chlorine, and 18°3 lbs. of carbonate of 
lime, or an equivalent amount of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decima! point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Olark’s scale. 
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Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, 
was :—Kent 06, New River 1°0, Hast London (deep well) 1°5, West Middlesex 1-9, Lambeth and 
East London (river supply) 2°2, Chelsea and Southwark 2°3, and Grand Junction 2°6. The 
unfiltered waters contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton (May 7th) 3:7, 
(May 14th) 4:2, New River Cut 2°3, and Lea at Angel Road 6:9. 

The Thames at Hampton was, on May 7th and 14th, turbid and yellow in colour ; it was 
of fairly good chemical and bacterial quality ; the water supplied by the five Companies 
drawing from this river was, in every case, efficiently filtered before delivery. The bacterial 
purity was, however, in five out of ten samples examined, not satisfactory. The Grand 
Junction Company’s filters at Kew, especially, were not effecting proper baterial purification, 
either on the 9th or 14th of May. The bacterial improvement effected by these Companies is 
expressed by the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°78, West Middlesex 99°01, 
Southwark (No. 4 filter well) 99°67, (No. 5 filter well ) 93°75, (general supply from Hampton) 
96°88, Grand Junction (general filter well at Hampton) 98°69, (general filter well at Kew) 52°66 
(South filter well at Kew) 95:40, and Lambeth 99°62. 

The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on May 9th, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of excellent 
chemical and bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered to consumers in most 
excellent chemical and bacterial condition, being equal, in both respects, to deep we'l water. 
The bacterial improvement is expressed by the following percentage numbers :—No. | filter 
well 99°58, No. 8 filter well 98°33, and general filter well 94°17. 

The water drawn from the Lea at Angel-reoad by the East London Company was, on the 
10th of May, turbid and yellow in colour. It was of bad chemical, and indifferent bacterial 
quality. After storage and efficient filtration, it was delivered in most excellent chemical 
condition ; but one of the filter wells transgressed somewhat the standard of 100 microbes 
per c.c. The other wells examined, however, were furnishing water of excellent bacterial 
quality. The bacterial improvement is expressed by the following percentage numbers :— 
No. 1 Essex well 99:04, No. 2 Essex well 97:07, and Middlesex well 99°15. 

The deep well water of the Kent and East London Companies was clear and bright withou 
filtration. Both waters were of excellent quality, and that of the Kent Company possessed 
an extremely high degree of organic purity. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent and East London (deep well) waters were 
clear and colourless, the New River clear and nearly colourless, and the remaining water 
clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
supplies delivered by the various Companies, and collected on the 9th, 10th, 14th, and 23rd of 
May, yielded, after prolonged incubation, the results contained in the following Table :—

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THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 


The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 14°7 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measies, 1:1 in Bradford, 1°6 in Plymouth, aL in 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 2°2 in Halifax ; from whooping-cough, 1'5 in Swansea 
and in Gateshead; and from “fever,” 1:1 in Portsmouth, and 1:2 in 
Wolverhampton. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever or diarrhea 
reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 45 deaths from 
diphtheria included 26 in London, 6 in Leeds, 3 in West Ham, 2 in Liverpool, 
2 in Salford, and 2 in Burnley. No death from small-pox was registered in 
any of the thirty-three towns.

In LONDON} 2532 BIRTHS and 1193 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 117, and the deaths 262,

During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
15°6 per 1000, being 1:9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1193 deaths included 50 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 26 from 
diphtheria, 44 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 12 from 
diarrhea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 


from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 146. 


deaths were referred to these diseases, being 64 below the corrected average 
- weekly number. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 74, 68, and 74 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 50, and were 20 below the corrected 
average ; 7 cases belonged to St. Marylebone, 5 to Islington, 5 to Wandsworth, 
and 5 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 6, 17, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, were again 10 last week, 
the corrected average being 20; 2 cases belonged to St. Marylebone sanitary 
area. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 27, 30, and 23 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 26, but were 12 below the 
corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Hackney, and 3 to Bethnal Green 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 59, 45, 
and 51 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 44, the corrected 
average being 42; 6 cases belonged to Islington, 4 to Limehouse, 4 to 
Greenwich, and 4 to Woolwich sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric 
Jever, which had been 6, 3, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, were again 
4 last week, and were 5 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 10, 17, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell last week to 12, the corrected average being 30. The deaths referred 
to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 216, 226, and 212 in 
the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 185, and were 42 below 
the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 12, having been 16, 13, and 10 in the preceding three weeks. 
Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 53 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 44 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Two of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 8 to drowning, 
1 to the effects of ether administered for surgical purposes, and 10 
(including 9 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever — 


Hospitals there were 1 case of small-pox, 2194 cases of scarlet fever, 1018 of 
diphtheria, and 47 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 
230 cases, against 256, 220, and 206; of diphtheria, 134 cases, against 144, 
147, and 130; and of enteric fever, 12 cases, against 10, 14, and 7. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3570 births and 1550 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29°1 and 12°6 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 11 deaths from~-measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 10 from 


diphtheria, 1] from whooping-cough, and 4 from diarrhoea were registered. 


Three deaths from diphtheria occurred in West Ham, 2 in Dartford, 2 in 


Hendon, and 2 in Edmonton districts. Three deaths from measles occurred - 


in Bexley sub-district.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measies, 1-1 in Halifax, 1:4 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
and 1:6 in Plymouth; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Swansea and 11 in 
Sunderland; and from diarrhea 1:0 in Gateshead. In no case did the death- 
rate from scarlet fever or from “fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the 
thirty-three towns. The 36 deaths from diphtheria included 21 in London, 
and 4in Birmingham. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the 
thirty-three towns.

The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
16:1, 16°3, and 13°8 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 14:5. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
15:2 per 1000, being 1:9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1257 deaths included 43 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 21 from 
diphtheria, 39 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 17 from 
diarrhvea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 132 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 90 below the corrected average 
weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 68, 74, and 50 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 43, and were 23 below the corrected 
average ; 9 cases belonged to Islington, 6 to Wandsworth, and 5 to Greenwich 
sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 17,10,and 10 
in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 8, and were 10 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 30, 23, 
and 26 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 21, and were 15 
below the corrected average ; 4 cases belonged to Chelsea, 4 to Camberwell, 
and 3 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 45, 51, and 44 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week 
to 39, the corrected average being 40. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which 
had been 3, 4, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, were again 4 last week, 
the’ corrected average being 9. The deaths from diarrhea, which had 
~ been 17, 22, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 17, 
but were 33 below the corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases 
of the respiratory organs, which had been 226, 212, and 185 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 171, and were 38 below the corrected 
average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 9, having — 
been 13,10, and 12 in the preceding three weeks. The death of a male 
aged 18 years, which occurred in St. George’s Hospital, was certified after 
inquest as due to glanders. 

Different forms of violence caused 71 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 71 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide and 2 of 
homicide, while the remaining 59 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Four of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, and 15 (of infants 
under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever — 
Hospitals there were 2238 cases of scarlet fever, 999 of diphtheria, and 52 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding 
three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 231 cases, against 220, 206, — 
and 230; of diphtheria, 126 cases, against 147, 130, and 134; and of enteric — 
fever, 12 cases, against 14, 7, and 12. ee 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3299 births and 1603 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 26-8 and 13-0 per 1000 of the estimated population. — 
In the Outer Ring 1 death from small-pox, 14 deaths from measles, 3 from — 
scarlet fever, 11 from diphtheria, 9 from whooping-cough, 2 from “ fever,” — 
and 1 from diarrhcea were registered. Five cases of diphtheria occurred in 
Edmonton district, and 5 cases of whooping-cough in West Ham district. 
The death from small-pox occurred in Waltham Abbey sub-district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°68 inches,and that of the 
Thermometer 60°5, the latter being 0°1 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was south-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being — 
34 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of registered

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 3°2 in Plymouth; from whooping-cough, 
1-0 in Salford and in Gateshead, 1:1 in West Ham, and 1:4 in Newcastle-on- 
Tyne ; and from diarrhea, 1:2 in Salford. In no case did the death-rate 
from scarlet fever or from “fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty- 
three towns. The 55 deaths from diphtheria included 28 in London, 4 in 
Cardiff, 4 in Leeds, and 2 in Bristol. One death from small-pox was 
registered in Newcastle-on-T'yne, but not one in any other of the thirty-three 
towns. :

The 1256 deaths included 48 from measles, 12 from scarlet fever, 28 from 
diphtheria, 42 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric fever, 22 from 
diarrhcea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 162 . 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 79 below the corrected average —

The deaths from measles, which had been 74, 50, and 43 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 48, and were 15 below the corrected 
average ; 4 cases belonged to Islington, 4 to Bethnal Green, 4 to St. George- 
in-the-Hast, and 4 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet 
Sever, which had been 10, 10, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 12, but were 6 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 23, 26, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 28, but were 9 below the corrected average ; 4 cases 
belonged to Poplar sanitary area. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 51, 44, and 39 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week - 
to 42, and were 3 above the corrected average; 6 cases belonged to Camberwell, 
») to Lambeth, and 4 to Kensington sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric 
fever, which had been 4, 4, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, rose last 
week to 10, the corrected average being 9; 2 cases belonged to Hackney 
sanitary area. ‘The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 22, 12, and 17 
in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 22, but were 51 below 
the corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory 
organs, which had been 212, 185, and 171 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 162, and were 27 below the corrected average. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 3, having been 10, 12, 
and 9 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 56 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, while the 
remaining 49 were attributed to accident or negligence. Eight of these were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, 11 to drowning, and 7 (of infants under 
one year of age) to suffocation in bed. . 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2205 cases of scarlet fever, 976 of diphtheria, and 53 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding 
three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 204 cases, against 206, 230, 
and 231; of diphtheria, 120 cases, against 130, 134, and 126; and of enteric 
fever, 8 cases, against 7, 12, and 12. , | 

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3456 births and 1624 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28:1 and 13°2iper 1000 of the estimated. population. 
In the Outer Ring 6 deaths from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 11 from 
diphtheria, 18 from whooping-cough, 2: from “fever,” and 3 from diarrhea _ 
were registered, Three deaths from diphtheria and 11 from whooping-cough 
occurred in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. | 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°80 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 59°3, the latter being 2°-0 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
2 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 45°6 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°84 of 
an inch.

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 14:7 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:3 in Croydon, 15 in Gateshead, and 2°1 in 
Plymouth; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in Gateshead ; from whooping- -cough, 
1:0 in Swansea and in Sheffield, 1-1 in Oldham and in Sunderland, 1:2 in 
Salford, 1:7 in Bolton, and 2:1 in Newcastle-on-Tyne ; from “fever,” 1:0 in 
Swansea ; and from diarrhea, 1:2 in Wolverhampton. The 48 deaths from 
diphtheria included 27 in London, 6 in Leeds, and 3in West Ham. One 
death from small-pox was registered in Liverpool, but not one in any other 
of the thirty-three towns.

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LONDON. 


In LONDON* 2502 BIRTHS and 1232 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 88, and the deaths 275, 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten 
years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
13°8, 14:5, and 14°5 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 14:2. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
14°3 per 1000, being 2°7 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1231 deaths included 28 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 27 from 
diphtheria, 41 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 25 from 


diarrhvea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 


from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 136 


deaths were referred to these diseases, being 151 below the corrected average 


weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 50, 43, and 48 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 28, and were 34 below the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 10, 8, and 12 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 8, and were 9 below the 
corrected average; 3 cases belonged to St. Pancras, and 2 to Newington 
sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 26, 21, and 29 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 27, and were 13 below 
the. corrected average; 95 cases belonged to Poplar, and 3 to Shoreditch 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 44, 39, 
and 42 in the preceding three weeks, were 41 last week, this number being 
also the corrected average; 5 cases belonged to Kensington, 5 to Wandsworth, 
and 4 to Camberwell sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which 
had been 4, 4, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week 
to 7, the corrected average being 8; 5 cases belonged to the Southern group 
of sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 12, 17, and 22 
in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 25, but were 89 below 
the corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory 
organs, which had been 185, 171, and 162 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 160, and were 25 below the corrected average. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 5, having been 12, 9 
and 3 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 56 deaths, 13 were cases of suicide, and 2 of 
homicide, while the remaining 41 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Six of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 to drowning, and 2 
(of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed.

CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.t+ 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2250 cases of scarlet fever, 1013 of diphtheria, and 62 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding 
three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 237 cases, against 230, 231, 
and 204; of diphtheria, 155 cases, against 134, 126, and 120; and of enteric 
fever, 15 cases, against 12, 12, and 8.

In theahove Table all deaths of persons in, or on the way to, Hospitals and other Public Institutions, as 


under treatment in surgical homes, or dying by accident or otherwise in the 
streets, have been distributed, as far as practicable, to the sanitary areas in which the deceased had 
previously resided. The deaths of 421 London residents who died outside Registration London _in the 
Strand Union Workhouse at Edmonton, the Holborn Union Workhouse at Mitcham, the City of 
London Lunatic Asylum at Stone, and the Metropolitan Hospitals and Asylums, have been similarly 
distributed. In 460 cases the previous residence was outside Registration London, and these have been

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3481 births and 1652 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28:3 and 13-4 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 15 deaths from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 10 from 
_ diphtheria, 15 from whooping-cough, 4 from “ fever,” 5 from diarrhoea, and 
51 from violence were registered. Four deaths from diphtheria occurred in 
Hendon district and 3 in West Ham district. The deaths from violence 
‘included 33 which were caused by an accident at the launching of a ship.

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING JUNE 1898. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
3rd July, 1898, 


SIR, 

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, 
circle of the Metropolis during the month of June. ; 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these 
monthly examinations to (a) the bacterioscopic and chemical condition of the raw river waters 
at the intakes of the various Companies, and (4) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues 
from the filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham 
and Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill, of 
Birmingham, and Dr. Mills, of Glasgow. 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, 
was :—Kent 0°6, New River 0°7, Hast London (deep well) 2:0, Southwark and Lambeth 2:4, 
Grand Junction 2°5, West Middlesex 2°6, East London (river supply) 2°7, and Chelsea 2°8. The 
unfiltered waters contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton 5°5, New River 
Cut 2°3, and Lea at Angel Road 5:4. 

The Thames at Hampton was, on June I4th, turbid and pale yellow in colour; it was of 
bad chemical, but good bacterial, quality. The water supplied by the five Companies drawing 
from this river was, in every case, efficiently filtered befdre delivery, and of good quality for 
dietetic purposes. The bacterial improvement effected by these Companies is expressed by the 
following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 94°74, West Middlesex 98°89, Southwark (No. 4 
filter well) 97°63, (No. 5 filter well) 95°85, (general supply from Hampton) 95°34, Grand 
Junction (general filter well at Hampton) 92°37, (general filter. well at Kew) 91°85, general 
supply from Kew), 84°59, and Lambeth 99°71. All the samples of Grand Junction Company’s 
water infringed the standard of 100 microbes per c.c., but only one of them seriously.

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10,and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the 
waters. The Table is to be read thus :—The Thames water collected on the 14th of June at 
the Grand Junction Company’s intake at Hampton had a temperature of 15°8° C.; 100,000 lbs. 
of it contained 28°92 lbs. of solid matter in solution; the organic substances, constituting a 
portion of this matter, confained -265 lb. of carbon and ‘057 lb. of nitrogen. The above 
quantity of water also contained ‘008 lb. of ammonia and ‘164 Ib. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was °228 lb. 
The above weight of water also contained 1°7 Ib. of chlorine, and 19-7 lbs. of carbonate of 
lime, or an equivalent amount of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 7a 


Company, was, on June 17th, turbid ‘and very pale yellow in colour. It was of excellent 
chemical quality, but inferior to the Thames in bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it 
was delivered to consumers of most excellent chemical and bacterial qual ty. ranking, in these 
respects, with the deep well water of the Kent Company. The bacterial improvement is 
expressed by the following percentage numbers :—Filter well No. 4 99°31, filter well No. 5 
99°77, and general filter well 99°43. 

The water drawn from the Lea at Angel-road by the East London Company was, on the 
17th of June, turbid and pale yellow in colour. It was of bad chemical and bacterial 
quality. After storage and efficient filtration, it was delivered of good chemical quality ; 
the bacterioscopic examination, however, showed that all the sampies ‘infringed the standard 
of 100 microbes per c.c., but only one of them seriously. The bacterial improvement is 
expressed by the following percentage numbers :—No. 1 Hssex well 98°54,No. 2 Hssex well— 
98°39, and Middlesex well 96°26. 

The deep well water of the Kent Company was clear and bright without filtration, but that 
of the East London Company was very slightly turbid. Both waters were of excellent 
quality for dietetic purposes, and the Kent Company’s supply from the ‘‘ New ” well at Dept- 
ford gave only 15 microbes per cubic centimetre on a gelatine peptone plate. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent water was clear and colourless, the East 
London (deep well) very slightly turbid and colourless, the New River clear and colourless, 
and the remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
supplies delivered by the various Companies, and collected on the 14th, 16th, and 17th of June, 
yielded, after prolonged incubation, the results contained in the following Table —

LONDON. 


In LONDON} 2502 BIRTHS and 1214 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 140, and the deaths 412, 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten 
years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
145, 14°5, and 14:3 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 14:1.

During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
14°4 per 1000, being 3:1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1214 deaths included 23 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 39 from 
diphtheria, 40 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 52 from 
diarrhvea and dysentery, 3 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not 
one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of 
continued fever; thus, 169 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
178 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 43, 48, and 28 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 23, and were 33 below the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 8, 12, and 8 in the 
preceding three weeks, were .again 8 last week, and were 10 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 21, 29, 
and 27 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 39, and 
were equal to the corrected average; 7 cases belonged to Lambeth, 3 to 
Paddington, 3 to Hammersmith, and 3 to Poplar sanitary areas. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 39, 42, and 41 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week to 40, the corrected average being 41 ; 5 cases 
belonged to Lambeth, 4 to St. Pancras, and 4 to Islington sanitary areas. 
The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 4, 10, and 7 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 4, and were 6 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 17, 22, 
and 25 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 52, but were 
123 below the corrected average. Of the 52 deaths from diarrhcea, 47 were 
of children under 5 years of age; 17 more deaths at this age-period 
were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are included under Enteritis 
in ‘Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, 
which had been 171, 162, and 160 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 175, but were 9 below the corrected average. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 8, having been 9, 3, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks. . 

Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 55 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, while the 
remaining 48 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, 8 to drowning, and 4 (of infants under 
one year of age) to suffocation in bed. . 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2314 cases of scarlet fever, 1033 of diphtheria, and 68 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding 
three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 265 cases, against 231, 204, 
and 237; of diphtheria, 156 cases, against 126, 120, and 155; and of enteric 
fever, 12 cases, against 12, 8, and 15. 

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3490 births and 1587 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28°4 and 12°9 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
in the Outer Ring 11 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 9 from 
diphtheria, 12 from whooping-cough, 2 from “fever,” and 14 from diarrhcea 


were registered. Six deaths from measles and 6 from whooping-cough | 


occurred in West Ham district; 3 deaths from diphtheria occurred in 
Richmond district and 3 in Hendon district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°98 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 61°¢, the latter being 0°8 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
1 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 52°0 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°02 of an inch

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 


The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 15°6 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

- The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 

mortality, were :—from measles, 2:1 in Plymouth, and 2°8 in Norwich ; 
from whooping-cough, 1:1 in West Ham, 1:2 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 1°3 in 
Preston, and 1-4 in Oldham; from “fever,” 1:0 in Burnley; and from 
diarrhea, 1:0 in Leicester and in Gateshead, 1:3 in West Ham, 1 in 
Swansea, 1:6 in Liverpool, 1-8 in Wolverhampton and in Sheffield, 1-9 in 
Leeds, 2:°2 in Birmingham, 2°5 in Portsmouth, 2°9 in Salford, and 95°5 in 
Birkenhead. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever reach 1:0 per 
1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 53 deaths from diphtheria 
ineluded 29 in London, 6 in Leeds, 3 in West Ham, and 3 in Liverpool. 
No death from smaill-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 


In Lonpont 2505 BIRTHS and 1330 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 116, and the deaths 380, 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten

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years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
14-5, 14:3, and 141 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 15°4. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
14°6 per 1000, being 3°6 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1330 deaths included 22 from measles, 8 from searlet fever, 29 from 
diphtheria, 38 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, 69 from 
diarrhcea and dysentery, 2 from cholera and choleraic diarrhcea, and not 
one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of 
continued fever; thus, 176 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
226 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 48, 28, and 23 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 22, and were 34 below the corrected 
average. ‘l'he deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 12, 8, and 8 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 8 last week, the corrected average 
being 20; 2 cases belonged to. Hackney sanitary area. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 29, 27, and 39 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 29, and were 9 below the corrected average ; 
4 cases belonged to Lambeth, and 3 to Poplar sanitary areas. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 42, 41, and 40 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week to 38, and were 4 below the corrected average ; 
6 cases belonged to Lambeth, and 4 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The 
fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 10, 7, and 4 in the preceding 
three \weeks, rose again last week to 8, the corrected average being 7. 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 22, 25, and 52 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 69, but were 162 below 
the corrected average. Of the 69 deaths from diarrhcea, 66 were of 
children under 5 years of age; 21 more deaths at this age-period were 
described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are included under enteritis 
in Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, 
which had been 162, 160, and 175 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 148, and were 31 below the corrected average. The 
deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 8, having been 3, 5, and 
8 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 64 deaths, concerning all but.1 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 64 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, 
and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 56 were attributed to accident or 


negligence. Five of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 to. 


drowning, and 14 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 
CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2355 cases of scarlet fever, 1034 of diphtheria, and 85 of 


enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). 


The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding 
three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 276 cases, against 204, 237, 
and 260; of diphtheria, 151 cases, against 120, 155, and 156; and of enteric 
fever, 23 cases, against 8, 15, and 12. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London. 3464 births and 1704 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28-2 and 13-9 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer King 12 deaths from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 11 from 
diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 5 from “fever,” and 23 from diarrhea 
were registered. Four deaths from measles, 6 from diphtheria, 7 from 
whooping-cough, 3 from fever, and 9 from diarrhoea occurred in West Ham 
district ; 4 deaths from diphtheria occurred in Hendon district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29:82 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 62°°8, the latter being 0°-1 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
12 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 36°! hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°45 of an inch.

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 17-2 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s. 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:1 in Portsmouth, in Plymouth, and © 
in Sunderland ; from scarlet fever, 1:2 in Wolverhampton ; from whooping- 
cough, 1:2 in Wolverhampton ; from “fever,” 1:0 in Huddersfield ; and from 
diarrhea, 1°5 in Cardiff, in Nottingham, and in Derby, 1°6 in London, in 
West Ham, and in Blackburn, 1-7 in Croydon, 1°8 in Wolverhampton, 2°6 in 
Liverpool, 2°9 in Salford, 3:0 in Birmingham, 3:4 in Portsmouth, 3°5 in 
Leicester, 3°9 in Sheffield, and 6:4 in Birkenhead. The 47 deaths from diph- 
theria included 21 in London, 5 in Liverpool, 4 in Leeds, and 3 in West Ham. 
No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 

In LonDoN} 2696 BIRTHS and 1453 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 73 above, and the deaths 299 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten 
years, The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
14°3, 14:1, and 15:4 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 16°8.

Including deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and Lunatic Asylums 
situated outside Registration London, but excluding deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring 
in the London Fever Hospital, in the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the 
Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals within Registration London. As far as practicable, the deaths 
thus excluded from Registration London are, for the purposes of Tables 1, 6,and 7,added to the Outer 

_ Ring, or to other areas to which they belong. 
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During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
15-2 per 1000, being 3°9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1453 deaths included 23 from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, 21 from 
diphtheria, 31 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 138 from 
diarrhcea and dysentery, 8 from cholera and choleraic diarrhcea, and not 
one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of 
continued fever; thus, 235 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
209 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 28, 23, and 22 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 23 last week, the corrected average being 54, The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 8, 8, and 8 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 7 last week, the corrected average being 20; 5 cases belonged 
to the Southern group of sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 27, 39, and 29 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last 
week to 21, and were exactly half of the corrected average; 3 cases 
belonged to St. John and St. Margaret Westminster sanitary area. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 41, 40, and 38 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 31, and were 9 below the corrected 
average ; 9 cases belonged to Lambeth sanitary area. The fatal cases of 
enteric fever, which had been 7, 4, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 7 last week, the corrected average being 9; 2 cases belonged to 
Poplar\sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 235, 
92, and 69 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 138, 
but were 130 below the corrected average. Of the 138 deaths from 
diarrhoea, 129 were of children under 5 years of age; 42 more deaths 
at this age-period were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are 
included under enteritis in Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of 
the respiratory organs, which had been 160, 175, and 148 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 173, but were 2 below the corrected 
average. ‘I'he deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 5, having 
been 5, 8, and 8 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 79 deaths, concerning all but 1 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 79 deaths, 14 were cases of suicide, 
and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 63 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Seven of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 11 to 
drowning, and 9 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2321 cases of scarlet fever, 1022 of diphtheria, and 87 of 
enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last (Table aie 
The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the preceding 
three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 232 cases, against 237, 265, : 
and 276; of diphtheria, 128 cases, against 155, 156, and 151; and of enteric 9 
fever, 15 cases, against 15, 12, and 23. ; 

| GREATER LONDON. | 

In Greater London 3709 births and 1905 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 80-2 and 15:5 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 12 deaths from measles, 15 from diphtheria, 10 from — 
whooping-cough, 3 from “fever,” and 42 from diarrhcea were registered. 
Four deaths from measles occurred in Edmonton district, and 3 in Hendon 
district ; 5 deaths from diphtheria occurred in West Ham district ; 11 deaths : 
from diarrhoea occurred in West Ham district,, and 9 in Barking Town 
sub-district. 

| METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29:90 inches. and that of the 
Thermometer 61°0, the latter being 1°3 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
15 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 25°6 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°72 of an inch.

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 


The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18°3 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 3°2 in Plymouth; from scarlet fever, 
from whooping-cough, 1:1 in Sunderland, and 1°3 in 
Preston; and from diarrhea, 2°0 in Hull, 2:1 in Plymouth, 2’3 in Blackburn, 
2°6 in London, in Cardiff, and in Manchester, 3:0 in Wolverhampton, 3:1 in 
West Ham, 3:2 in Birkenhead, 3°8 in Leeds, 45 in Birmingham and in 
Leicester, 4°7 in Portsmouth and in Liverpool, 48 in Salford, and 5°6 in 
Sheffield. In no case did the death rate from “fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 
in any of the thirty-three towns. The 52 deaths from diphtheria included 
30 in London, 6 in Leeds, 5 in Birmingham, and 4 in West Ham. No death 
from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


* By “estimated” population is meant merely the number of persons who would be living if the mean 
rate of increase in the last intercensal period had since been maintained. 
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LONDON. 


In LONDON* 2335 BIRTHS and 1586 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 313, and the deaths 184, 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten 
years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
14-1, 15:4, and 16°8 in the preceding three weeks, further‘rose last week to 18°4. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
16:2 per 1000, being 3:2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1586 deaths included 14 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 30 from ~ 
diphtheria, 29 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric fever, 227 from 
diarrhcea and dysentery, 13 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not 
one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of 
continued fever; thus, 331 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
110 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 23, 22, and 23 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 14, and were 36 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 8, 8, and 7 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 8 last week, the corrected average being 22 ; 
2 cases belonged to Kensington, and 2 to Hammersmith sanitary areas. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 39, 29, and 21 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 30, but were 15 below the corrected 
average ; 5 cases belonged to Camberwell, and 3 to St. Pancras sanitary areas. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 40, 38, and 31 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 29, and were 5 below the 
corrected average; 8 cases belonged to Lambeth, and 4 to Wandsworth 
sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 4, 8, and 7 
in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 10, but were slightly 
below the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged to Hackney, and 2 to Cam- 
berwell sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 52, 
69, and 138 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 227, 
but were 41 below the corrected average. Of the 227 deaths from 
diarrhoea, 222 were of children under 5 years of age; 68 more deaths 
at this age-period were described as due to gastro-enieritis, and are 
included under enteritis in Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of 
the respiratory organs, which had been 175, 148, and 173 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 174 last week, the corrected average being 181. The 
deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 8, having been 8, 8, and 5 
in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 73 deaths, concerning all but 3. of 
which inquests were held. Of these 73 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, 
and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 62 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. ‘T'welve of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 11 to 
drowning, and 8 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 1 case of small-pox, 2326 cases of scarlet fever, 1024 of 
diphtheria, and 97 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 
224 cases, against 265, 276, and 232; of diphtheria, 119 cases, against 156, 
151, and 128; and of enteric fever, 23 cases, against 12, 23, and 15.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3,223 births and 2,076 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 26°2 and 16-9 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 7 deaths from measles, 8 from diphtheria, 16 from 
whooping-cough, and 78 from diarrhcea were registered. Seven deaths 
from diphtheria, and 34 from diarrhcea occurred in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°816 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 638, the latter being 1%5 above the wéek’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
37 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 58°4 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°06 of an inch.

The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the Ne ew River 
Company, was, on the ‘4th July, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of excellent 
chemical and ‘fairly good bacterial quality. After. efficient filtration, it was delivered to 
consumers in most excellent chemical and bacterial condition. The bacterial improvement is 
expressed by the following percentage numbers :—No. 3 filter 100, No. 6 filter 99°49, and 
general filter well 96°71. 

The water drawn from the Lea at Angel-road by the East London Company was, on the 
4th of July, turbid and pale yellow in colour. It was of bad chemical and bacterial 
quality. After storage and efficient filtration, it was delivered in excellent chemical con- 
dition; but the water of -all three. filter. wells seriously. transgressed the standard of 
100 microbes per cubic centimetre}: consequ ently. the’ bacterial improvement’ effected: by this 
Company was much less than usual..

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent water was clear and colourless, the Hast 
London (deep well) very slightly turbid and colourless, the New River clear and nearly 
colourless, the Southwark very pale yellow and very slightly turbid from particles of rust of © 
iron. The remaining waters were clear and very pale yellow.

THIRTY- THREE GREAT 'TOWNS. 


The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 20°5 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 2°0 in Portsmouth, and 3:7 in Plymouth ; 
from scarlet fever, 1-4 in Norwich; from whooping- en. 1:0 in Salford, 
and 1:1 in Sunderland ; and from diarrhea, d°l in Swansea, 34 in Brighton, 
87 in Plymouth, 3°38 in London, 47 in Manchester, 4-9 in Leeds, 5:0 in 
Croydon, in Portsmouth, and in Birmingham, 5°3 in Salford, 5-4 in Hull, 

5:6 in West Ham, 6°5 in Wolverhampton, 6°9 in Birkenhead, 7: 3in Liverpool, 
8:0 in Leicester, 8°3 in Sheffield, and 10.8 in Preston. In no case did the 
death rate from “fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. 
The 43 deaths from diphtheria included 27 in London, 4 in Leeds, and 3 in 
West Ham. No death from small-por was registered in any of the 
Bhinty- three towns. 

LONDON. 

In LonDont 2804 BIRTHS and 1772 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 285, and the deaths 68, 
above the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten

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15:4, 168, and.18°4 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 20:5. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
17°8 per 1000, being 2°3 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1772 deaths included 31 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 27 from 
diphtheria, 34 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 1 from an 
ill-defined form of continued fever, 328 from diarrhcea and dysentery, 15 
from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not one death from small-pox 
or from typhus; thus, 448 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
50 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 22, 23, and 14 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 31, but were 16 below the corrected 
average; 5 cases belonged to Islington sanitary area. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 8, 7, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose last week to 10, but were 8 below the corrected average ; 

2 cases belonged to St. James Westminster, and 2 to St. Pancras sanitary 
areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 29, 21, and 30 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 27, and were 16 below the 
corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Hackney, 3 to Mile End Old Town, 
and 3 to Newington sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 38, 30, and 29 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week 
to 34, and were 1 above the corrected average ; 6 cases belonged to Lambeth 
sanitary area. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 8, 7, and 10 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 2, the corrected 
average being 9. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been DU. La 
and 227 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 328. 
and were 88 above the corrected average. Of the 328 deaths from 
diarrhoea, 316 were of children under 5 years of age; 103 more deaths 
at this age-period were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are 
included under enteritis in Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of 
the respiratory organs, which had been 148, 173, and 174 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 171, and were 4 below the corrected 
average. The deaths attributed directly to znfluenza numbered 6, having 
been 8, 5, and 8 in the preceding three weeks. 

The death of a carman, aged 32 years, who had been removed from — 
Wandsworth to St. Thomas’s Hospital, was registered, after inquest,as due to 
glanders. : 

Different forms of violence caused 61 deaths, concerning all but 2 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 61 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 50 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Three of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 6 to 
drowning, and 11 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 

CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 1 case of small-pox, 2293 cases of scarlet fever, 953 of | 
diphtheria, and 106 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as folicw :—Of scarlet fever, 
201 cases, against 276, 232, and 224; of diphtheria, 86 cases, against 151, 
128, and 119; and of enteric fever, 20), cases, against 23, 15, and 23. 

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3,952 pmo and 2,414 deaths were vogiatared! corre- | 
sponding to annual rates of 32:2 and 19:6 per 1000 of the estimated population, — 
In the Outer Ring 5 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 13 from 
diphtheria, 17 from whooping-cough, 9 from ‘ fever,” and 162 from diarrhceal © 
diseases (including cholera) were registered. Four deaths from diphtheria, 
4 from “fever,” and 77 from diarrhceal diseases occurred in West Ham 
district ; 6 deaths from whooping-cough and 31 from diarrheal diseases 
occurred in Edmonton district. 

METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°83 inches,and that of the 
Thermometer 61°9, the latter being 0°6 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of ’ the wind was. variable, the horizontal movement of the air bein ag 


2 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of register 
bright sunshine in the week was 35°6 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°56 of an inch.

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 


The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 22-0 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 

year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1-1 in Portsmouth, and 2:1 in Plymouth ; 
from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Swansea and in Salford, and 1°8 in Preston ; 
and from diarrhea, 4:0 in Sunderland, 4:7 in Blackburn, 5:0 in London, 
5°6 in Salford, 5°9 in Wolverhampton, 6:1 in Hull, 6°3 in Preston and in 
Leeds, 6-4 in Birmingham, 67 in Croydon and in Leicester, 7-1 in Liverpool, 
and 8-2 in Sheffield. In no case did the death rate from scarlet fever or 
from “fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 53 
deaths from diphtheria included 26 in London, 4 in West Ham, 4. in 
Birmingham, and 3 in Leeds. No death from smaill-pox was registered 

in any of the thirty-three towns. 
LONDON. 
In LONDONT 2489 BIRTHS and 2019 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 228 below, and the deaths 357 
above, the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten

The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
16°8, 18:4, and 20°5 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 23°49 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
19:8 per 1000, being 0-1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 2019 deaths included 18 from measles, 17 from scarlet fever, 26 from 
diphtheria, 32 from whooping-cough, 13 from enteric fever, 1 from an 
ill-defined form of continued fever, 433 from diarrhcea and dysentery, 14 
from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not one death from small-pox 


or from typhus; thus, 554 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 


174 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 23, 14, and 31 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 18, and were 25 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7, 8, and 10 in 
the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 17, but were 7 below 
the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 3 to St. George 
Southwark, and 3 to Bermondsey sanitary areas. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 21, 30, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 26 last week, the corrected average being 40 ; 6 cases belonged to 
Battersea, 4 to Newington, and 3 to Mile End Old Town sanitary areas.

The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 138, 227, and 328° 
in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 433, and were 21am 
above the corrected average. Of the 433 deaths from diarrhea, 423 were 
of children under 5 years of age; 121 more deaths at this age-period 
were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are included under enteritis 
in Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, 
which had been 173, 174, and 171 in the preceding three weeks, rose avail 
last week to 196, and were 30 above the corrected average. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 3, having been 5, 8, and 6 in the 























Different forms of violence caused 67 deaths, concerning all but 7 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 67 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 55 were attributed to accident or 


drowning, 10 to sunstroke, 1 to the effects of chloroform administered for 
surgical purposes, and 7 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CasES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 
According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2 cases of small-pox, 2241 of scarlet fever, 937 of 
diphtheria, and 106 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared” 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as folicw :—Of scarlet fever, 
187 cases, against 232, 224, and 201; of diphtheria, 113 cases, against 125, 
119, and 86; and of enteric fever, 18 cases, against 15, 23, and 20. q 
GREATER LONDON. , 4 
In Greater London 3494 births and 2749 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28°4 and 22:4 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 6 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 13 from 
diphtheria, 10 from whooping-cough, 7 from “ fever,” and 197 from diarrhoeal 
diseases (including cholera) were registered. Seven deaths from diphtheria, 
5 from “fever,” and 57 from diarrhceal diseases occurred in West Ham: 
district ; 3 deaths from diphtheria and 38 frem diarrhceal diseases occurred 
in Edmonton district. |

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, ‘as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:2 in Wolverhampton, and 3°3 in Norwich ; 
from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Sheffield, 1:1 in Sunderland, and 1°5 in 
Swansea; and from diarrhea, 5'1 in Nottingham, 5-4 in London and in 
Bradford, 5°5 in Brighton, 5°77 in Birmingham, 5°8 in Plymouth, 6-0 
in West Ham and in Derby, 6:3 in Blackburn, 6°9 in Sunderland, 7:3 in 
Leeds, 7°5 in Croydon, 7:6 in Manchester, 7:7 in Bolton, 7°9 in Hull, 8-1 
in Liverpool, 8:3 in Birkenhead, 8°7 in Leicester, 8°9 in Salford, 12-4 in 
Wolverhampton, 13°4 in Preston, and 14:2 in Sheffield. In none of the 
thirty-three towns did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from “fever” 


reach 1:0 per 1000. The 45 deaths from diphtheria included 21 in London, 


4 in Liverpool, and 3 in West Ham. No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
18:4, 20°5, and 23-4 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 21°5. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
21:0 per 1000, being 1:7 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1856 deaths included 20 from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, 21 from 
diphtheria, 32 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 463 from 
diarrhea and dysentery, 14 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not 
one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of 
continued fever; thus, 566 deaths were referred to these diseases, being ~ 
239 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 14, 31, and 18 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 20, but were 18 below the corrected 
average ; 4 cases belonged to Bethnal Green sanitary area. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 8, 10, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 7, and were 14 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 30, 27, and 26 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 21, and were 15 below the corrected 
average; 4 cases belonged to Fulham sanitary area. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 29, 34, and 32 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 32 last week, the corrected average being 29; 5 cases belonged 
to Lambeth sanitary area. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had 
been 10, 2, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 9, 
and were 3 below the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged to Hackney and 
2 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
227, 328, and 433 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 463, 
and were 278 above the corrected average. Of the 463 deaths from diarrhea, 
443 were of children under 5 years of age; 139 more deaths at this 
age-period were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are included under 
enteritis in Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory 
organs, which had been 174, 171, and 196 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 135, and were 24 below the corrected average. The 
deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 3, having been 8, 6, and 3 
in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 73 deaths, concerning all but 4 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 73 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 66 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Hight of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 7 to 
drowning, 11 to sunstroke, and 11 (of infants under one year of age) to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2 cases of small-pox, 2178 of scarlet fever, 903 of 
diphtheria, and 115 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as folicw :—Of scarlet fever, 
182 cases, against 224, 201, and 187; of diphtheria, 100 cases, against 119, 
86, and 113; and of enteric fever, 21 cases, against 23, 20, and 18. 


GREATER LONDON. | 

In Greater London 3631 births and 2628 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29°5 and 21-4 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 3 deaths from measles, 9 from diphtheria, 12 from 
whooping-cough, 4 from “ fever,” and 283 from diarrhceal diseases (including 
cholera) were registered. Four deaths from diphtheria occurred in West 
Ham district ; 85 deaths from. diarrhoeal diseases occurred in West Ham 
district, and 62 in Edmonton district. 


METEOROLOGY. ‘co 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29:89 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 65°4, the latter being 4°5 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
8 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 45°1 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°14 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from whooping-cough, 1:1 in Halifax and in Sunderland, 
and 1:3 in Croydon; and from diarrhea, 6:0 in Bradford, 6:3 in Leeds, 6°4 in 
Brighton, 6-9 in Birkenhead, 7:2 in Bristol and in Birmingham, 7:5 in 
Norwich, 8°4 in Croydon and in Liverpool, 9:0 in Derby, 9°5 in Gateshead, 
9-6 in Manchester, 10°2 in Blackburn, 11°0 in Sheffield, 11°3 in Hull, 11°6 in 
Salford, 11-9 in Bolton, 12°2 in Leicester, 12°7 in Sunderland, 14°8 in Preston, 
and 15-4 in Wolverhampton. In none of the thirty-three towns did the 
death-rate from measles, from scarlet fever, or from “ fever” reach 1:0 per 1000. 

The 43 deaths from diphtheria included 19 in London, 5 in Swansea, 4 in 
Leeds, 3 in Birkenhead, and 3 in Liverpool. One death from small-pox was 
registered in Gateshead, but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns. 

LONDON. 

In LONDON} 2650 BIRTHS and 1898 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 46 below, and the deaths 442 
above, the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten

years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
20°5, 23-4, and 21-5 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 22:0. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
21-9 per 1000, being 3°5 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1898 deaths included 11 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 19 from 
diphtheria, 29 from whooping-cough, 15 from enteric fever, 1 from an 
ill-defined form of continued fever, 431 from diarrhwea and dysentery, 


13 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not one death from small-pox 
or from typhus; thus, 524 deaths were referred to these diseases, being — 


256 above the corrected average weekly number. 


The deaths from measles, which had been 31, 18, and 20 in the preceding 


three weeks, fell again last week to 11, and were 19 below the corrected 
average; 6 cases belonged to Islington sanitary area. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 10, 17, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 5, and were 15 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 27, 26, and 21 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 19, and were 16 below the corrected 
average ; 4 cases belonged to Lambeth sanitary area. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 34, 32, and 32 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell last week to 29, and were equal to the corrected average. The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 2, 13, and 9 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 15, and were 4 above the corrected average ; 
2 cases belonged to Islington, 2 to Hackney, and 2 to Greenwich sanitary 
areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 328, 433, and 463 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 431, but were 294 above the 
corrected average. Of the 431 deaths from diarrhoea, 404 were of children 
under 5 years of age; 141 more deaths at this age-period were described 
as due to gastro-enteritis, and are included under the heading enteritis in 
Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which 
had been 171, 196, and 135 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last 
week to 127, and were 16 below the corrected average. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 2, having been 6, 3, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 60 deaths, concerning all but 4 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 60 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, 
and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 47 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Four of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 to 
drowning, 2 to sunstroke, 1 to the effects of an anesthetic administered for 
surgical purposes, and 6 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 
in bed. 

CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever \. 


Hospitals there were 2 cases of small-pox, 2240 of scarlet fever, 869 of 
diphtheria, and 118 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of scarlet fever, 
238 cases, against 201, 187, and 182; of diphtheria, 117 cases, against 86, 
113, and 100; and of enteric fever, 23 cases, against 20, 18, and 21. 

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3653 births and 2664 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29°7 and 21:7 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 4 deaths from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 7 from 
diphtheria, 21 from whooping-cough, 3 from “ fever,” and 260 from diarrheal 
diseases (including cholera) were registered. Fifty-nine deaths from 
diarrhoeal diseases occurred in West Ham district, and 55 in Edmonton 
district. . 

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°98 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 61°1 ; the latter being 11 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 


The direction of the wind was westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 


30 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 60'7 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°08 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measies, 2°] in Plymouth ; from scarlet fever, 1:8 in 
Wolverhampton; from whooping-cough, 18 in Sunderland; and from 
diarrhea, 5-0 in London, 5:3 in Birmingham, 9°8 in Liverpool and in Leeds, 
6:2 in Nottingham, 6:3 in Plymouth and in Bristol, 6:5 in Gateshead, 7:1 in 
Burnley, 7:2 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 77 in Leicester, 7-9 in Norwich and in 
Sheffield, 8°7 in Salford, 9:1 in Manchester, 9-4 in Brighton, 9°6 in Croydon, 
10°2 in Blackburn, 10:7 in Wolverhampton, 11°5 in Bolton, 11:8 in Hull, 
12°5 in Preston, and 13°) in Sunderland. In none of the thirty-three towns 
did the death-rate from “fever” reach 1:0 peril000. The 62 deaths from 
diphtheria included 30 in London, 5 in Manchester, 5 in Leeds, 4 in Swansea, 
and 3 in Birkenhead. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the 


thirty-three towns.

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LONDON. 


In LONDON* 2446 BIRTHS and 2007 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 178 below, and the deaths 600 
above, the average. numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten 
years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
23°4, 21°5,and 22:0 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 23:2. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 


225 per 1000, being 4:9 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding 


periods of the ten years 1888-97. 
The 2007 deaths included 16 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 30 from 
diphtheria, 40 from whooping-cough, 19 from enteric fever, 433 from 


diarrhwa and dysentery, 13 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not — 


one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of 
continued fever; thus, 559 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
311 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 18, 20, and 11 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 16, but were 9 below the corrected 
average ; 3 cases belonged to Bethnal Green sanitary area. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 17, 7, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 8, but were 13 below the corrected average ; 3 cases 
belonged to Bermondsey, and 3 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 26, 21, and 19 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 30, but were 5 below the corrected average ; 
4 cases belonged to Lambeth, 3 to St. Pancras, and 3 to Clerkenwell sanitary 
areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 32, 32, and 29 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 40, and were 9 above the 
corrected average ; 6 cases belonged to Camberwell, and. 5 to Wandsworth 
sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 13, 9, 
and 15 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 19, and were 4 
above the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Greenwich, 2 to St. Pancras, 
and 2 to Shoreditch sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had 
been 433, 463, and 431 in the preceding three weeks, were 433 last week, 
exceeding the corrected average hy 317. Of the 433 deaths from diarrhea, 
414 were of children under 5. years of age; 152 more deaths at this age- 
period were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are included under the 
heading enteritis in Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of the 
respiratory organs, which had been 196, 135, and 127 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 130, but were 18 below the corrected 
average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 2, having 
been 3, 3, and 2 in the preceding three weeks. Mh, 


Different forms of violence caused 71 deaths, concerning all but 7 of a 
which inquests were held. Of these 71 deaths, 3 were cases of suicide, 


while the remaining 68 were attributed to accident or negligence. Kleven 
of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to drowning, 10 to 
sunstroke, and 6 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. —

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 


Hospitals there were 3 cases of small-pox, 2300 of scarlet fever, 893 of — 


diphtheria, and 119 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as folicw :—Of scarlet fever, 
273 cases, against 187, 182, and 238; of diphtheria, 144 cases, against 113, 
100, and 117; and of enteric fever, 25 cases, against 18, 21, and 23.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3497 births and 2762 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28°5 and 22°5 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 2 deaths from measles, 10 from diphtheria, 20 from 
whooping-cough, 3 from “ fever,” and 243 from diarrhceal diseases (including 
cholera) were registered. Ten deaths from whooping-cough and 63 from 
diarrhoeal diseases occurred in West Ham district ; 4 deaths from diphtheria 
and 34 from diarrhceal diseases occurred in Edmonton district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°95 inches,and that of the 
Thermometer 70°4 ; the latter being 115 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
30 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 59°7 hours ; no rain was measured during the week. 


RETURNS OF LONDON WATER COMPANIES. 


The LONDON WATER COMPANIES have been good enough to furnish the following account of 
the number of services and the average daily amount of water supplied during the month of 
August 1898. The supply was in the ratio of 260 gallons to one service.

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, 
circle of the Metropolis during the month of August. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these 
monthly examinations to (a) the bacterioscopic and chemical conditions of the raw river waters 
at the intakes of the various Companies, and (2) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues 
from the filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains,

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9,10, and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the 
waters. The Table is to be read thus :—The Thames water collected on the 5th August at 
the Grand Junction Company’s intake at Hampton had a temperature of 19°3° C.; 100,000 lbs. 
of it contained 25°96 lbs. of solid matter in solution; the organic substances, constituting a 
portion of this matter, contained ‘191 lb. of carbon and °035 lb. of nitrogen. The above 
quantity of water also contained *007 lb. of ammonia and ‘103 lb. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was 144 lb. 
The above weight of water also contained 1°6 lb. of chlorine, and 18°6 lbs. of carbonate of 
lime, or an equivalent amount of other hardening or soap- destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one . place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale. 
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Taking’ the average arnount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, 
was:—Kent 0°6, New River 1:0, Grand Junction and East London (deep well) 1°6, West 
Middlesex 1-7, Chelsea 1:9, Southwark 2°0, East London (river supply) 271, and Lambeth 2°3. 
The unfiltered waters contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton 3°8, New 
River Cut 2°3, and Lea at Angel Road 4:2. 

The Thames at Hampton was, on August 5th, turbid and pale yellow in colour ; it was, for 
raw river water, of excellent chemical and bacterial quality ; the water supplied by the five 
Companies drawing from this river was, in every case, efficiently filtered before delivery, and 
was of excellent quality for dietetic and all domestic purposes. The bacterial improvement 
effected by these Companies is expressed by the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°11, 
West Middlesex 97:93, Southwark (No. 4 filter) 99:41, (general supply from Hampton) 98°51, 
Grand Junction (general well at Hampton) 94°81, (general well at Kew Bridge) 98°96, (South 
well at Kew Bridge) 98°96, (general supply from Kew Bridge) 98°51, and Lambeth 95:11. 

The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on August 8th, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of excellent 
chemical and bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it was delivered to consumers in 
most excellent chemical and bacterial condition. The bacterial improvement is expressed by 
the following percentage numbers :—No. 3 filter well 99°04, No. 8 filter well 99°28, and 
general filter well 99°64. 

The water drawn from the Lea at Angel-road by the East London Company was, on 

August 8th, turbid and pale yellow in colour. It was of indifferent chemical and bad 
bacterial quality, but after storage and efficient filtration, it was delivered in excellent 
chemical and bacterial condition. The bacterial improvement is expressed by the following 
percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex well 99°54, No. 2 Essex well 99°85, and Middlesex well 
99°66. 
' The deep well water of the Kent Company was clear and bright without filtration, but that 
of the East London Company was very slightly turbid. Both waters were of excellent 
chemical quality, and that of the Kent Company possessed an extremely high degree of 
organic and bacterial purity. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent water was clear and colourless, the East 
London (deep well) very slightly turbid and colourless, the New River clear and nearly 
colourless, and the remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
filtered supplies delivered by the various Companies, and collected on the 5th, 6th, 8th, and 
ee August yielded, after prolonged incubation, the results contained in the following

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:1 in Plymouth; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in 
Huddersfield; from whovping-cough, 1:3 in Preston, 1:5 in Cardiff, and 
32 in Halifax ; from “ fever”, 1:0 in Salford and 1:4 in Norwich; and from 
diarrhea, 5°0 in Cardiff and in Derby, 5°8 in Bristol and in Leeds, 6°8 in 
Brighton, 7:7 in Leicester and in Liverpool, 7-9 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 8-0 in 
Bradford, 8°2 in Blackburn, 84 in Hull, 8°5 in Sheffield, 9:0 in Preston, 
J°1 in Nottingham and in Manchester, 10:0 in Burnley, 10:1 in Wolverhamp- 


ton, 10°2 in Huddersfield, 10-7 in Norwich, 11:4 in Salford, 11°9 in Bolton, 


12°6 in Gateshead, and 15:2 in Sunderland. The 70 deaths from diphtheria 


included 29 in London, 10 in Leeds, 6 in West Ham, 5 in Manchester, 4 in 


Swansea, and 3 in Liverpool. No death from small-pox was registered in 
any of the thirty-three towns. 
LONDON. 
In LONDoNy 2499 BIRTHS and 1832 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 


for increase of population, the births were 168 below, and the deaths 439

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above, the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten 
years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
21°5, 22°0, and 23:2 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 21:2. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
22-0 per 1000, being 5:2 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. ; 
The 1832 deaths included 8 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 29 from 
diphtheria, 25 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 397 from 


diarrhea and dysentery, 14 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not © 


one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of 
continued fever; thus, 483 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
253 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 20, 11, and 16 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 8, and were 12 below the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever,’ which had been 7, 5, and 8 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 3, the corrected average 
being 22. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 21, 19, and 30 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 29 last week, the corrected average 
being 42; 5 cases belonged to Mile End Old Town, and 3 to Newington 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 32, 29, 
and 40 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 25, and were 6 
below the corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had 
been 9, 15, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 7, 
and were 9 below the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged to Greenwich 
Sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 463, 431, and 
433 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 397, but were 302 
above the corrected average. Of the 397 deaths from diarrhoea, 385 were of 
children under 5 years of age; 114 more deaths at this age-period were 
described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are included under the heading 
enteritis in Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory 
organs, which had been 135, 127, and 130 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose last week to 135, but were 21 below the corrected average. The 
deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 3, 2, and 2 
in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 96 deaths, concerning all but 6 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 96 deaths, 12 were cases of suicide, 
while the remaining 84 were attributed to accident or negligence. Eleven 
of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 7 to drowning, 8 to 
sunstroke, | to the effects of an anesthetic administered for surgical purposes, 
and 16 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2 cases of small-pox, 2319 of scarlet fever, 916 of 
diphtheria, and 127 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as foliow :—Of scarlet fever, 
242 cases, against 182, 238, and 273; of diphtheria, 158 cases, against 100, 
117, and 144; and of enteric fever, 24 cases, against 21, 23, and 25. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3464 births and 2485 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28-2 and 20:2 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 11 deaths from diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
“fever,” and 205 from diarrheal diseases (including cholera) were registered.

West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°95 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 66°4 ; the latter being 8°6 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
26 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 568 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°02 of an inch,

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THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 23°6 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:1 in Plymouth; from whooping-cough, 
1-1 in Sunderland ; from “ fever”, 1°8 in Sunderland ; and from diarrhea, 
)'1 in Birkenhead, 5°3 in Oldham, 5:4 in Croydon and in Halifax, 5-5 in 
Leicester, 6-1in Bristol and in Birmingham, 6-4 in Brighton and in Sheffield, 
6°6 in Huddersfield, 6-7 in Bradford, 7:1 in Nottingham, 7:2 in Preston, 8°6 in 
Burnley and in Blackburn, 8°9 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 10:1 in Wolverhamp- 
ton, 10-7 in Manchester, 10°9 in Hull, 11:2 in Norwich, 11°8 in Salford, 12:0 
in Sunderland, 12°3 in Bolton, and 15:1 in Gateshead. In none of the thirty- 
three towns did the death-rate from scarlet fever reach 1:0 per 1000. The 
d1 deaths from diphtheria included 29 in London, 5 in Swansea, and 4 in 
Liverpool. No death from smail-pox was registered in any of the thirty- 
three towns. 

LONDON. 
In LONDON{ 2574 BIRTHS and 1863 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 


for increase of population, the births were 18 below, and the deaths 474 


above, the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten

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years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
22°0, 23°2, and 21:2 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 21°6. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
22°0 per 1000, being 5°6 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding ~ 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1863 deaths included 12 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 29 from 
diphtheria, 31 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 347 from 
diarrhvea and dysentery, 7 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not 
one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of 
continued fever; thus, 444 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
231 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 11, 16, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 12, but were 4 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 5, 8, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 9, but were 11 below the 
corrected average; 2 cases belonged to St. Pancras, and 2 to Islington 
sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 19, 30, and 29 
in the preceding three weeks, were again 29 last week, the corrected — 
average being 47; 4 cases belonged to Poplar, 4 to Lambeth, 3 to Newington, ~ 
and 3 to Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which — 
had been 29, 40, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week — 
to 31, the corrected average being 30. The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which had been 15, 19, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last 
week to 9, but were 8 below the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged to — 
Shoreditch sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 431, 
433, and 397 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 347, but 
were 267 above the corrected average. Of the 347 deaths from diarrhea, 
320 were of children under 5 years of age; 137 more deaths at this age- 
period were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are included under — 
the heading enteritis in Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of the — 
respiratory organs, which had been 127, 130, and 135 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 157, but were 19 below the corrected 
average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, having 
been 2, 2, and 4 in the preceding three weeks. | i 

Different forms of violence caused 58 deaths, concerning all but 3 of — 
which inquests were held. Of these 58 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, © 
while the remaining 48 were attributed to accident or negligence. Four — 
of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 6 to drowning, 2 to 
the effects of chloroform administered for surgical purposes, 7 to sunstroke, 
and 4 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed.

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 1 case of small-pox, 2353 cases of scarlet fever, 964 of } 
diphtheria, and 128 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as folicw :—Of scarlet fever, 
288 cases, against 238, 273, and 242; of diphtheria, 155 cases, against 117,

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3635 births and 2518 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29-6 and 20°5 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 6 deaths from measles, 12 from diphtheria, 8 from whooping- 
cough, 13 from “ fever,” and 185 from diarrhceal diseases (including cholera) 
were registered. Six deaths from diphtheria, 6 from “fever,” and 43 from 
diarrhoeal diseases occurred in West Ham district. : 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°94 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 57-2 ; the latter being 1:4 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. _ 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
16 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 33'8 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°12 of an inch, ;

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:9 in Norwich; from scarlet fever, 1-0 in 
Salford ; from whooping-cough, 1:5 in Gateshead; from “fever”, 1°0 in 
Huddersfield, 1:3 in Bolton, and 1:4 in Birkenhead; and from diarrhea, 5-1 
in Bradford, 5:3 in Sheffield, 5-4 in Preston, 5°5 in Brighton, 5:7 in Burnley, 
6°7 in Blackburn, 6°8 in Bolton, 7:2 in Sunderland, 85 in Salford, 9-0 in 
Gateshead, 9°3 in Manchester, 10°0 in Hull, and 10:7 in Norwich. The 60 
deaths from diphtheria included 33 in London, 6 in Swansea, 5 in Leeds, 
3 in Birmingham, and 3 in Liverpool. No death from small-pox was regis- 
tered in any of the thirty-three towns. 

| LONDON. 

In LoNDoNt 2614 BIRTHS and 1700 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 18, and the deaths 259, 
above the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the. last ten 
years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been

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23'2, 21:2, and 21°6 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 197. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
21-4 per 1000, being 5:1 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. | 

The 1700 deaths included 10 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 33 from 
diphtheria, 29 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 247 from 
diarrhcea and dysentery, 10 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not 
one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of 
continued fever; thus, 348 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
136 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 16, 8, and 12 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell ‘again last week to 10, and were 8 below the corrected 
average; 3 cases belonged to Bethnal Green Sanitary area. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 8, 3, and 9 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 10 last week, the corrected average being 24. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 30, 29, and 29 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 33, but were 22 below the corrected average ; 
4 cases belonged to Bermondsey, 4 to Wandsworth, 4 to Hackney, 3 to Poplar, 
and 3 to Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 40, 25, and 31 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 29, 
but were 5 above the corrected average. ‘The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which had been 19, 7, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, were again 9 
last, week, the corrected average being 17; 2 cases belonged to St. Pancras 
Sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 433, 397, and 
347 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 247, but 
were 176 above the corrected average. Of the 247 deaths from diarrhoea, 
223 were of children under 5 years of age; 76 more deaths at this age- 
period were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and are included under 
the heading enteritis in Table 4. The deaths referred to diseases of the 
respiratory organs, which had been 130, 135, and 157 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 200, the corrected average being 199. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered o, having been 2, 4 
and 4 in the preceding three weeks, 

Different forms of violence caused 66 deaths, concerning all but 2 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 66 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 56 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Nine of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 2 to. 
sunstroke, 1 to the effects of chloroform administered for surgical purposes, 
and 8 (including 7 of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2459 cases of scarlet fever, 1027 of diphtheria, and 
155 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as folicw :—Of scarlet fever, 300 cases, 
against 273, 242, and 288; of diphtheria, 197 cases, against 144, 158, and — 
155 ; and of enteric fever, 36 cases, against 25, 24, and 26. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3577 births and 2301 deaths were registered, corre- _ 
sponding to annual rates of 29'1 and 18-7 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 3 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 17 from — 
diphtheria, 11 from whooping-cough, 6 from “ fever,” and 116 from diarrheal _ 
diseases (including cholera) were registered. Seven deaths from diphtheria, — 


3 from “fever,” and 35 from diarrheal diseases occurred in West Ham 
district.

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°80 inches,and that of the — 
Thermometer 52°9 ; the latter being 1'7 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
17 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered — 
bright sunshine in the week was 42°4 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°16 of an inch,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
hortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Gateshead, and 2°8 in Norwich ; from 
Jever,” 1-0 in Leeds, 1°6 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 2°5 in Sunderland ; and 
om diarrhea, 3:0 in Wolverhampton, 3:2 in Leicester and in Liverpool, 
6 in Preston, 3:7 in Sheffield, 4:1 in Swansea, 4:2 in Manchester, 4°3 in 
underland, 47 in Blackburn, 4°8 in Salford and in Hull, 5:1 in Nor- 
rich, 6:0 in Gateshead, and 7:1 in Burnley. In none of the thirty-three 
pwns did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from whovping-cough reach 
0 per 1000. The 70 deaths from diphtheria included 34 in London, 5 in 
est Ham, 5 in Swansea, 4 in Leeds, 4 in Sheffield, 3 in Portsmouth, 
in Birmingham, and 38 in Leicester. No death from small-pox was 
gistered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


By “estimated” population is meant merely the number of persons who would be living if the mean 
te of increase in the last intercensal period had since been maintained. 
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LONDON. 


In LONDON*® 2554 BIRTHS and 1620 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 79 below, and the deaths 189 — 
above, the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten 
years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
21:2, 21°6, and 19:7 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 18°8. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
20:3 per 1000, being 4:0 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1620 deaths included 7 from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, 34 from 
diphtheria, 18 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 138 from — 
diarrhwa and dysentery, 1 from choleraic diarrhoea, and not one death 
from small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued 
fever; thus, 211 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 17 above 
the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 8, 12, and 10 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 7, and were 12 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 9, and 10 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 7, and were 17 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 29, 29, 
and 33 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 34, but were 
18 below the corrected average; 4 cases belonged to Islington, 3 to 
Limehouse, and 3 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 25, 31, and 29 in the preceding three weeks, further © 
fell last week to 18, and were equal to the corrected average. The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 7, 9, and 9 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 6, and were 11 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 397, 347, and 247 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 138, but were 76 above the corrected 
average. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which 
had been 135, 157, and 200 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last 
week to 226, and were 7 above the corrected average. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 4, 4, and 5 in the precedin 
three weeks. : 

Different forms of violence caused 76 deaths, concerning all but 3 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 76 deaths, 13 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 62 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Hight of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, and 14 
(of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS.T | 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2606 cases of scarlet fever, 1052 of diphtheria, and 
176 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as folicw:—Of scarlet fever, 358 cases, 
against 242, 288, and 300; of diphtheria, 180 cases, against 158, 155, and 
197 ; and of enteric fever, 35 cases, against 24, 26, and 36.

In the above Table all deaths of persons in, or on the way to, Hospitals and other Public Institutions, as 
well as those of persons under treatment in surgical homes, or dying by accident or otherwise in the 
streets, have been distributed, as far as practicable, to the sanitary areas in which the deceased had 
previously resided. The deaths of 354 London residents who died outside Registration London in the 
Strand Union Workhouse at Edmonton, the Holborn Union Workhouse at Mitcham, the City of 
London Lunatic Asylum at Stone, and the Metropolitan Hospitals and Asylums, have been similarly 
distributed. In 484 cases the previous residence was outside Registration London, and these have been 
excluded from the Table. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3581 births and 2165 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29°1 and 17°6 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 2 deaths from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 10 from 
diphtheria, 13 from whooping-cough, 8 from “fever,” and 67 from diarrhoea 
were registered. Six deaths from diphtheria, 3 from “fever,” and 27 from 
diarrhoea occurred in West Ham district. 
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METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°00 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 56'1 ; the latter being 3:1 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was north-easterly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
7 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 18'3 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°02 of an inch,

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING SEPTEMBER, 1898. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 


7th October, 1898. 
SIR, 

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, 
circle of the Metropolis during the month of September. ; 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these 
monthly examinations to (a) the bacterioscopic and chemical condition of the raw river waters 
at the intakes of the various Companies, and (#) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues 
from the filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analysis of the water supplied to Birmingham 
and Glasgow by their respective Corporations. “These analyses were made by Dr. Hill, of 
Birmingham, and Dr. Mills, of Glasgow. 


Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, 
was :—Kent 0°5, New River 0°7, East London (deep well) 1:4, Chelsea and East London 
(river supply) 1:9, West Middlesex and Southwark 20, Grand Junction 2°2, and Lambeth 2:3. 
The unfiltered waters contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton 5:1, New 
River Cut 271, and Lea at Angel Road 4:1, 

The Thames at Hampton was, on September 14th, turbid, and yellow in colour ; it was of 
indifferent chemical, but good bacterial quality. The water supplied by the five Companies 
drawing from this river was, in every case, efficiently filtered before delivery, and was of 
excellent quality for dietetic and all domestic purposes. The bacterial improvement 
effected by these Companies is expressed by the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°56 
West Middlesex 98-82, Southwark (No. 3 filter) 99°63, (general supply from Hampton) 98-07, 
Grand Junction (general well at Hampton) 97°78, (general well at Kew) 97:04, (general 
supply from Kew) 96°74. and Lambeth 99°11.

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10,and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the 
waters. The Table is to be read thus :—The Thames water collected on the 5th September at 
the Grand Junction Company’s intake at Hampton had a temperature of 20°4° C.; 100,000 lbs. 
of it contained 26°00 lbs. of solid matter in solution; the organic substances, constituting & 
portion of this matter, contained °253 lb. of carbon "and ‘043 lb. of nitrogen. The above 
quantity of water also contained -007 lb. of ammonia and ‘117 lb. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was ‘171 lb. 
The above weight of water also contained 1:8 Ib. of chlorine, and 18-0 lbs. of carbonate of 
lime, or an equivalent amount:of other hardening or soap- destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New Rivet 
Company, was, on September 6th, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was, for raw 
water, of excellent chemical and bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it was ‘delivered 
in most excellent chemical and bacterial condition—the effluent from one of the filters 
yielding on cultivation not a single organism. The bacterial improvement is expressed 
by the following percentage numbers :—No. 2 filter well 100, and the general filter 
well 99°17. 

The water drawn from the Lea at Angel-road by the East London Company was, on 
September 7th, turbid and pale yellow in colour. It was of indifferent chemical and bacterial 
quality, but after efficient filtration, it was delivered in excellent chemical and bacterial 
condition. The bacterial improvement is expressed by the following percentage numbers :— 
No. 1 Essex well 99°38, No. 2 Essex well 98°91, and Middlesex well 98°48. 

The deep well water of the Kent Company was clear and bright without filtration, but that 
of the East London Company was very slightly turbid. Both waters were of "excellent 
quality, and that of the Kent Company possessed an extremely high degree of bacterial

' Bae through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent and New River waters were clear and 
colourless, the East London (deep well) very slightly turbid and colourless and the remaining 
waters clear and nearly colourless. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
filtered supplies delivered by the various Companies, and collected on the 6th, 7th, 8th, and

THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales cérresponded to an annual rate of 19-0 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measies, 1:1 in Sunderland and 4:2 in Norwich ; 
from scarlet fever, 1:0 in Derby; from whooping-cough, 1:1 in Halifax ; 
from “ fever,” 1-1 in Sunderland and 1-2 in Salford ; and from diarrhea, 
9-4 in Bolton and in Salford. 3°6 in Manchester, 4°3 in Sunderland, 5°2 in 
Hull, and 6:1 in Norwich. The 74 deaths from diphtheria included 41 in ~ 
London, 8 in Leeds, 3 in West Ham, 3 in Cardiff, 3 in Swansea, 3 in 
Birmingham, and 3 in Sheffield. One death from small-pox was registered 
in London, but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns.

tbe ar from smali-pox occurred in the Invalid Asylum at Stoke 
Newington, and was that of a domestic servant aged 43 years, who was stated 
to have resided in Pimlico. The deaths from measles, which had been 12, 10, 
and 7 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to J, but were 18 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from scarlet Sever, which had been 9, 10, 
and inthe preceding three weeks, were again 7 last week, the corrected average 
being 23. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 29, 33, and 34 in 
the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 41, but were 8 below 
the corrected average ; 5 cases belonged to Battersea, 4 to St. Pancras, 3 to 
Hackney, 3 to Bethnal Green, 3 to Poplar, 3: to Wandsworth, and 3 to 
Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 31, 29, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, ‘further fell last week 
to 17, and were 2 below the corrected average ; 5 cases belonged to Lambeth 
sanitary area. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 9, 9,fand 6 
in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 18, the corrected 
average being 19;.4 cascs belonged to St. Pancras<-sanitary area. The 
deaths from diarrhea, which had been 347, 247, and 138 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 99, but were 50 above the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which 
had been 157, 200, and 226 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last 
week to 263, and were 12 above the corrected average. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 9, having been 4, 5, and 4 in the:preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 56 deaths, 6 were cases of Suicide, and 
3 of homicide, while the remaining 47 were attributed ta accident or 
negligence. Four of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to 


drowning, and 10 (including 9 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 
in bed. 
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CASES of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS. * 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2728 cases of scarlet fever, 1125 of diphtheria, and 
191 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday last 
(Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in the — 
preceding three weeks, were as folicw:—Of scarlet fever, 357 cases, 
against 288, 300, and 358: of diphtheria, 183 cases, against 155, 197, and - 
180 ; and of enteric fever, 38 cases, against 26, 36, and 35. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3397 births and 2060 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 27°6 and 16°8 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 4 deaths from measles, 6 from diphtheria, 9 from 
whooping-cough, 6 from “ fever,” and 34 ftom diarrhea were registered. 
Three deaths from measles, 4 from diphtheria, 4 from Wwhooping-cough, and 
4 from “fever” occurred in West Ham district. . 


METEOROLOGY, ; 
The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°64 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 49°5 ; the latter being 1:2 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
29 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 125 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°42 of an inch.

mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Gateshead, 1°4 in Norwich, and 
1:6 in Plymouth ; from “ fever,” 1:1 in Halifax and in Leeds, 1°2 in Salford, 
1:3 in Nottingham, 1:4 in Hull, and 2°2 in Sunderland ; and from diarrhea, 
25 in Oldham, 2°6 in Bolton and in Manchester, 29 in Burnley and in 
Sunderland, 3:1 in West Ham, 3°6 in Hull, and 4:1 in Salford. In none of 
the thirty-three towns did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from 
whooping-cough reach 1:0 per 1000. The 72 deaths from diphtheria included 

30 in London, 6 in Swansea, 6 in Sheffield, 5 in Port smouth, 5 in Liverpool, 
4 in Leicester, and 3 in West Ham. Nodeath from small-pox was registered 
in any of the thirty-three towns.

During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
18:6 per 1000, being 1:5 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1497 deaths included 12 from measles, 14 from scarlet fever, 30 from 
diphtheria, 10 from whooping-cough, 28 from enteric fever, 48 from 
diarrhcea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 142 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 57 below the corrected average 
weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 10, 7, and 9 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 12, but were 23 below the corrected 
average, The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 10, 7, and 7 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 14, but were 10 below 
the corrected average ; 4 cases belonged to St. Pancras sanitary area. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 33, 34, and 41 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 30, and were 26 below the corrected 
average ; 6 cases belonged to Battersea, 3 to Paddington, 3 to St. Pancras, 
3 to Newington, and 3 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 29, 18, and 17 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week to 10, and were 13 below the corrected 
average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 9,6, and 18 in 


the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 28, and were 9 above — 


the corrected average ; 3 cases occurred in the Guards’ Hospital, Rochester 
Row, and 3 belonged to Greenwich, 2 to Hammersmith, 2 to Hampstead, 
2 to Islington, 2 to Lambeth, and 2 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. The 
deaths from diarrhea, which had been 247, 138, and 99 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 48, but were 8 above the corrected 
average. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which 
had been 200, 226, and 263 in the preceding three weeks, were again 263 
last week, the corrected average being 298. The deaths attributed directly 
to influenza numbered 15, having been 5, 4, and 9 in the preceding three 
weeks. . 

Different forms of violence caused 52 deaths, concerning all but 6 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 52 deaths, 3 were cases of suicide, 
while the remaining 49 were attributed to accident or negligence. Three 
of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 3 to lead poisoning, 1 to 
the effects of chloroform administered for surgical purposes, 1 to sunstroke, 
and 6 (including 5 of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed.

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THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 17:9 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 11,218,378 persons in the middle of this 
year. The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Liverpool, 1:1 in Sunderland, and 
1-4 in Portsmouth ; from scarlet fever, 1:1 in Sunderland ; from whooping- 
cough, 1:1 in Plymouth; from “fever,” 1:2 in Wolverhampton, 1:3 in 
Bolton, and 1:8 in Sunderland ; and from diarrhea, 2:0 in Gateshead, Py 
in Blackburn, and 2°6 in Bolton. The 82 deaths from diphtheria included 
46 in London, 9 in Leeds, 7 in West Ham, and 5 in Swansea. No death 
from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 
In LONDON{ 2652 BIRTHS and 1412 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 23, and the deaths 162, 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten

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years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
18°8, 18:5, and 17°3 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 16:3. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
17:7 per 1000, being 0:2 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1412 deaths included 19 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 46 from 
diphtheria, 13 from whooping-cough, 20 from enteric fever, 2 from 
ill-defined forms of continued fever, 38 from diarrhea and dysentery,

1 from cholera, and not one death from small-pox, or from typhus; thus, ~ 


144 deaths were referred to these diseases, pel 42 below the esse 
average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 7, 9,and 12 in the neeeediaeee 
three weeks, further rose last week to 19, but were 21 below the corrected 
average; 5 cases belonged to Bethnal Green, and 5 to Mile End Old Town 
sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7, 7, and 14 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 10, and were 15 
below the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Marylebone sanitary area. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 34, 41, and 30 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 46, but were 6 below the corrected 
average ; 6 cases belonged to Battersea, 4 to Paddington, 4 to Mile End Old 
Town, 4 to Bermondsey, 3 to Lambeth, 3 to Camberwell, and 3 to Fulham 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 18, 17 and 10 
in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 13, but were 8 below the 
corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 6,18,and 28 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 20, but were 2 above the 
corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Hackney and 2 to Greenwich sanitary 
areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 138, 99, and 48 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 33, but were 4 above the 
corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory 
organs, which had been 226, 263, and 263 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 263 last week, the corrected average being 345. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 10, having been 4,9, and 15 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 63 deaths, concerning all but 2 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 63 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, 
while the remaining 54 were attributed to accident or negligence. Ten 
of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to drowning, and 12 
(of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS*. 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3024 cases of scarlet fever, 1186 of diphtheria, 
and 223 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follcw:—Of scarlet fever, 335 cases, 
against 358, 357, and 381; of diphtheria, 151 cases, against 180, 183, and 177 ; 
and of enteric fever, 45 cases, against 35, 38, and 44. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3744 births and 1817 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 30°5 and 14°8 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 5 deaths from scarlet fever, 19 from diphtheria, 6 from 
“fever,” and 21 from diarrhcea were registered. Two deaths from 
scarlet fever, 8 from diphtheria, and 4 from “fever” occurred in West Ham 
district ; 6 deaths from diphtheria occurred in| ‘Edmonton district. 


METEOROLOGY. 

The mean erg of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°81 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 55%5 ; the latter being 8°-0 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of ne wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
11 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 22'2 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 1:03 inches.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were —from measies, 1-1 in Plymouth, in Nottingham, and in 
Sunderland, 1:7 in Portsmouth, and 1:9 in Norwich ; from scarlet fever, 
1:4 in Norwich ; from whooping-cough, 2°2 in Halifax ; from “fever,” 1:0 in 
Huddersfield and 1-2 in Sheffield ; and from diarrhea, 1:0 in Derby and 
in Sheffield, 1°3 in Manchester, 1-4 in Burnley, 15 in Leicester, 1:6 in’ 
Plymouth, 2:2 in Preston, and 2-4 in Wolverhampton. The 69 deaths from: 
diphtheria included 28 in London, 8 in West Ham, 7 in Swansea, 5 in 
Portsmouth, 5 in Liverpool, 4 in Leeds, 4 in Sheffield, and 3 in Leicester. 
No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

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years, The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
18-5, 17°3, and 16:3 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 16:1. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged — 
17:1 per 1000, being 1:1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding — 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1394 deaths included 23 from measles, 13 from scarlet fever, 28 from 
diphtheria, 10 from whooping-cough, | from typhus, 29 from enteric fever, 
34 from diarrhvea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from 
any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 138 4 
deaths were referred to these diseases, being 58 below the corrected ~ 
average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 9, 12, and 19 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 23, but were 27 below the corrected 
average; 4 cases belonged to Bethnal Green, 4 to Whitechapel, 3 to St. Luke, 
and 3 to St. Saviour Southwark sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 7, 14, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 13, but were 10 below the corrected average. The deaths from — 
diphtheria, which had been 41, 30, and 46 in the preceding three weeks, fell — 
again last week to 28, and were 24 below the corrected average; 3 cases — 
belonged to St. Pancras, 3 to Hackney, and 3 to Bermondsey sanitary areas. — 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 17, 10, and 13 in the — 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 10, and were 11 below the 
corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 18, 28, © 
and 20 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 29, and were 
9 above the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Poplar, 2 to Paddington, 
2 to Islington, 2 to Bethnal Green, and 2 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The 
death from typhus was that of a man, aged 38 years, who had been removed 
from Bailey’s Lane, Tottenham, to the German Hospital. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 99, 48, and 33 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 34 last week, the corrected average being 29. The deaths referred 
to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 263, 263, and 263 
in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 237, and were 147 below 
the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered — 
12, having been 9, 15, and 10 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all but 2 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, 
while the remaining 42 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six 
of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 1 to the effects of ether 
adminstered for surgical purposes, and 11 (of infants under one year of age) 
to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS*. 

According to réturns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3092 cases of scarlet fever, 1241 of diphtheria, 
and 230 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weéks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 318 cases, 
against 357, 381, and 336; of diphtheria, 174 cases, against 183, 177, and 152 ; — 
and of enteric fever, 39 cases, against 38, 44, and 40. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3540 births and 1825 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 28°8 and 14:8 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 4 deaths from scarlet fever, 17 from diphtheria, 10 from 
whooping-cough, 10 from “fever,” and 15 from diarrhea were registered. 
Four deaths from scarlet fever, 9 from diphtheria, and 6 from “fever” 
occurred in West Ham district . 


METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°60 inches, and that of the ~ 
Thermometer 49°8 ; the latter being 3°3 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
49 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 28'7 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°52 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last wee k’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1'1 in Nottingham and in Sunderland, 
1:2 in Blackburn, 1:4 in Portsmouth, and 1-6 in Plymouth ; from scarlet 
fever, 1:0 in Derby ; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Swansea, 1:1 in Halifax, 
and 1:8 in Preston ; from “ fever,” 1:1 in Leeds and in Hull, 1:4 in Norwich, 
1:5 in Sheffield, and 1°6 in Blackburn; and from diarrhea, 1:0 in Burnley, 
15 in Bristol, and 1-8 in Wolverhampton. The 77 deaths from diphtheria 
included 31 in London, 9 in Swansea, 8 in Leeds, 6 in Sheffield, 4 in 
West Ham, and 3 in Newcastle-on-Tyne. No death from small-pox was 

registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

In LONDON* 2696 BIRTHS and 1406 DEATHS were registered, Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 4 above, and the deaths 269 
below, the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten 
years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
17°3, 16°3, and 16:1 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 16°3. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
16:5 per 1000, being 2°3 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1406 deaths included 19 from measles, 17 from scarlet fever, 31 from 
diphtheria, 13 from whooping-cough, 27 from enteric fever, 17 from 
diarrhoea and: dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined--form of “continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 
124 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 67 below the corrected 
average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 12, 19, and 23 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 19, and- were 36 below the corrected 
average ; 4 cases belonged to Shoreditch, and 4 to Bethnal Green sanitary © 
areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 14, 10, and 13 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 17, but were 6 below the 
corrected average ; 5 cases belonged to St. Luke, 3 to Hammersmith, 2 to 
Fulham, and 2 to St. Pancras sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 30, 46, and 28 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last 
week to 31, but were 22 below the corrected average; 5 cases belonged to 
St. Pancras, 3 to Lambeth, and 3 to Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths 
from. whooping-cough, which had been 10, 13, and 10 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 13, but were 10 below the corrected 
average. ‘The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 28, 20 and 29 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 27, but were 8 above the 
corrected average; 3 cases belonged to Hackney, 2 to Paddington, 2 to 
St. Marylebone, 2 to St. Pancras, 2 to Shoreditch, 2 to Camberwell, 2 to. 
Greenwich, and 2 to Woolwich sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 48, 33, and 34 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last 
week t) 17, the corrected average being 18. The deaths referred to diseases 
of the respiratory organs, which had been 263, 263, and 237 in the preceding | 
three weeks, rose again last week to 248, but were 157 below the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 14, having 
been 15, 10, and 12 in the preceding three weeks. 

_ Different forms of violence caused 71 deaths, concerning all but 2 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 71 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, 
and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 59 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Three of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 to 
‘burns and scalds, 1 to the effects of chloroform administered for surgical 
purposes, and 12 (of infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALSt. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3188 cases of scarlet fever, 1251 of diphtheria, 
and 242 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as folicw:—Of scarlet fever, 340 cases, 
against 381, 336, and 318; of diphtheria, 179 cases, against 177, 152, and 174 ; 
and of enteric fever, 43 cases, against 44, 45, and.39.

In Greater London 3749 births and 1831 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 30°5 and 14:9 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 4 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 11 from 
diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 10 from “fever,” and 8 from diarrhoea 
were registered. Four deaths from diphtheria and 6 from “ fever’ occurred 
in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°85 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 49°'6 ; the latter being 5°4 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was South-Easterly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
49 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
pright sunshine in the week was 272 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°02 of an inch,

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 1, 8,9, 10, and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the 
waters. The Table is to be read thus :—The Thames water collected on the "21st October at. 
the Grand Junction Company’s intake at Hampton had a temperature of 12°2° C.; 100,000 Ibs. 
of it contained 28°48 lbs. of solid matter in solution; the organic substances, constituting a 
portion of this matter, contained ‘227 lb. of carbon ‘and ‘037 lb. of nitrogen, The above 
quantity of water also contained ‘010 Ib. of ammonia and ‘175 lb. of nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was ‘220 lb. 
The above weight of water also contained 1: 7 lb. of chlorine, and 18°6 lbs. of carbonate of 
lime, or an equivalent amount of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients.

The Thames at Hampton was, on 21st of October, turbid and yellow in colour ; it was, for 
aw river water, of fairly good chemical but indifferent bacterial quality. The water 
supplied by the five Companies drawing from this river was, in every case, efficiently filtered 
nefore delivery, and was of excellent chemical quality for dietetic and all domestic purposes. 
[he bacterial improvement effected by these Companies is expressed by the following 
percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°81, West Middlesex 99°66, Southwark (general supply from 
Hampton) 96°40, Grand Junction (general well at Hampton) 97°11, (general well at Kew) 
97-40, (south well at Kew) 99°75, (general supply from Kew) 95°94, and Lambeth 99°75, 

The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Jompany, was, on October 24th, of excellent chemical and fairly good bacterial quality. It 
was turbid and very pale yellow in colour. After efficient filtration, it was delivered 
n most excellent chemical and bacterial condition. A sample taken from the general filter 
well showed that no less than 99°55 per cent. of the microbes in the raw water had been 
emoved. 

The water drawn from the Lea at Angel-road by the East London Company was, on 
October 24th, turbid and yellow in colour. It was of fairly good chemical but bad bacterial 
yuality ; after storage and efficient filtration, however, it. was delivered in excellent chemical 
ondition, but the microbes in two out of the three filter wells were considerably above the 
standard of 100 per cubic centimetre. No. 1 Essex filter well was, however, delivering water 
pontaining only 10 microbes per cubic centimetre. The bacterial improvement is expressed 
by the following percentage numbers :—No. 1 Hssex well 99°92, No. 2 Essex well 98°55, and 
Middlesex well 98°58. ‘ 

The deep well water of the Kent Company was clear and bright without filtration, but that 
of the Hast London Company was very slightly turbid. Both waters possessed a high degree 
of organic purity. 
Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent water was clear and colourless, the New 
River clear and nearly colourless, the East London (river supply) clear and nearly colourless, 
he East London (deep well) very slightly turbid and nearly colourless, and the remaining 
waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:°9 in Norwich and 2°2 in Nottingham ; 
from scarlet fever, 1:0 in Burnley ; from whooping-cough, 1:1 in Halifax ; 
from “fever,” 1:0 in Derby, 1:2 in Sheffield, 1:4 in Norwich, 1°8 in Preston, 
and 2:3 in Birkenhead; and from diarrhea, 1:0 in Huddersfield, 1°8 in 
Sunderland, and 1:9 in Burnley. The 90 deaths from d¢phtheria included 
44 in London, 8 in Sheffield, 7 in Liverpool, 6 in Swansea, 5 in Blackburn, 
4 in Leeds, 3 in West Ham, 3 in Cardiff, and 3 in Leicester. No death 
from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

In LONDON} 2585 BIRTHS and 1436 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 99, and the deaths 249, 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten

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years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
16-3, 16°1, and 163 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 166. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
16:3 per L000, being 2°8 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1436 deaths included 19 from measles, 12 from scarlet fever, 44 from 
diphtheria, 14 from whooping-cough, 28 from enteric fever, 16 from 
diarrhvea and dysentery, and not one death from smail-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera ; thus, 
133 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 64 below the corrected 
average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 19, 23, and 19 in the preceding 
three weeks, were again 19 last week, the corrected average being 957; 
4 cases belonged to Clerkenwell, and 4 to Shoreditch sanitary areas, The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 10, 18, and 17 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 12, and were 11 below the corrected 
average ; 2 cases belonged to Hammersmith, and 2 to Chelsea sanitary 
areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 46, 28, and 31 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 44, but were 5 below the 


corrected average; 6 cases belonged to Mile End Old Town, 4 to Lambeth, ~ 


4 to Battersea, and 3 to Bermondsey sanitary areas. The deaths from 


whooping-cough, which had been 13, 10, and 13 in the preceding three ~ 


weeks, were 14 last week, the corrected average being 29. The fatal cases 
of enteric fever, which had been 20, 29, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 28 last week, the corrected average being 19; 4 cases belonged to 
Hackney, 4 to Poplar, 3 to Fulham, 3 to St. Pancras, 2 to Hammersmitl, 
2 to Bethnal Green, and 2 to Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from 


diarrhea, which had been 33, 34, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, 


were 16 last week, the corrected average being 18. The deaths referred to 
diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 263, 237, and 248 in the 


preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 285, but were 136 below 
the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 


numbered 10, having been 10, 12, and 14 in the preceding three weeks. 


Different forms of violence caused 67 deaths, concerning ail but 1 of 


which inquests were held. Of these 67 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, 
1 of homicide, and 1 of execution, while the remaining 59 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Eight of these were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, 8 to burns and scalds, 6 to drowning, and 15 (including 14 of 
infants under one year of age), to suffocation in bed.

In Greater London 3575 births and 1894 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29-1 and 15:4 per 1000 of the estimated population, 
In the Outer Ring 3 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 21 from 
diphtheria, 8 from whooping-cough, 11 from “fever,” and 9 from diarrhoea” 
were registered. Six deaths from diphtheria and 6 from “fever” occurred 
in West Ham district. 
METEOROLOGY. . : 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°07 inches, and that of the 
‘Thermometer 48°0 ; the latter being 5°-6 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 


42 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 10'7 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0-02 of an inch.

METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS,—(See TABLE 1.) The following gentlemen have kindly placed their 
meteorological o bservations at the disposal of the Registrar-General, and the results have been compiled by

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measiles, 1:1 in West Ham and 1°3 in Manchester ; 
from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Derby and in Gateshead, and 15 in Cardiff ; 
from “fever,” 1:1 in Halifax, and 1:2 in Sheffield; and from diarrhea, 
1:1 in Halifax. In none of the thirty-three towns did the death-rate from 
scarlet fever reach 1:0 per 1000. The 81 deaths from diphtheria included 
38 in London, 10 in Leeds, 7 in Liverpool, 6 in Sheffield, 4 in Leicester, 
3 in Portsmouth, and 3 in Swansea. Nodeath from small-pox was registered

The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
16:1, 16:3, and 16°6 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 16°7. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
16-4 per 1000, being 3:0 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1439 deaths included 24 from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, 38 from 
diphtheria, 16 from whooping-cough, 33 from enteric fever, 6 from 
diarrhwa and dysentery, 1 from choleraic diarrhcea, and not one death from 
small-pox, from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued fever ; 
thus, 125 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 86 below the corrected 
average weekly number. , . sa ET es 

The deaths from measles, which had been 23, 19, and 19 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 24, but were 40 below the corrected 
average; 95 cases belonged to Shoreditch, 3 to Bethnal Green, and 3 to 
Clerkenwell sanitary areas. The: deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 13, 17, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week 
to 7, and were 18 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 28, 31, and 44 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last 
week to 38, and were 16 below the corrected average; 5 cases belonged 
to Lambeth, 4 to Battersea, 4 to St. Pancras, 3 to Bethnal Green, 3 to 
Newington, and 3 to Woolwich sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 10, 13, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, further 
rose last week to 16, but were 15 below the corrected average. The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 29, 27, and 28 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 33, and were 13 above the corrected average ; 
4 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 4 to Hackney, 2 to Kensington, 2 to 
Islington, 2 to Lambeth, and 2 to Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 34, 17, and 16 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week t)» 6, and were 10 below the corrected average. 
The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 
237, 248, and 285 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 280, 
and were 145 below the corrected average. The deaths attributed directly 
to influenza numbered 11, having been 12, 14, and 10 in the preceding 
three weeks. . 

Different forms of violence caused 66 deaths, concerning all but 2 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 66 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 58 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Four of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 1 to the 
effect of chloroform adminstered for surgical purposes, and 12 (of infants 
under one year of age), to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS*. 
According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 

Hospitals there were 3162 cases of scarlet fever, 1250 of diphtheria,’ 
and 267 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). _ The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as folicw:—Of scarlet fever, 234 cases, 
against 318, 340, and 319; of diphtheria, 157 cases, against 174, 179, and 187 ;_ 
and of enteric fever, 53 cases, against 39, 43, and 45 :

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years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
16°3, 16°6, and 16°7 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 18:2, 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
17:0 per 1000, being 24 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1569 deaths included 25 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 43 from 
diphtheria, 28 from whooping-cough, 21 from enteric fever, 17 from 
diarrhea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 
143 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 64 below the corrected 
average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 19, 19, and 24 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 25, but were 41 below the corrected 
average ; 5) cases belonged to St. Pancras, 5 to Bethnal Green, 3 to Islington, 
and 3 to Limehouse sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet Jever, which 

~ had been 17, 12, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week 
to 9, but were 15 below the corrected average. he deaths from diphtheria, 

- which had been 31, 44, and 38 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last 

week -to 43, but were 7 below the corrected average: 6 cases belonged 

‘to St. Pancras, 5 to Lambeth, 4 to Wandsworth, and 3 to Camberwell 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 13, 14, 
and 16 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 28, but were 
2 below the corrected average ; 6 cases belonged to Wandsworth, and 5 to 
Newington sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had 
been 27, 28, and 33 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 21, 
but were 4 above the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Limehouse 
sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 17, 16, and 6 
in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week t) 17, the corrected 
average being 16.. The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, 
which had been 248, 285, and 280 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 340, but were 71 below the corrected average. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 14, having been 14, 10, and 11 
in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of -violence caused 76 deaths, concerning all but 1 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 76 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, 
and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 67 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Three of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 10 to’ 


burns and scalds, and 21 (including 20 of infants under one year of age), 
to suffocation in bed. - 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS*, 

(__ According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
|- Hospitals there were 3142 cases of scarlet fever, 1274 of diphtheria, 
/ and 286 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
/ last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in, 
“the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 264 cases, 
against 340, 319, and 234; of diphtheria, 168 cases, against 179, 187, and 157 ; 
and of enteric fever, 47 cases, against 43, 45, and 53. . 


; GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3588 births and 2079 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29-2 and 16:9 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 11 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 17 from 
diphtheria, 6 from whooping-cough, 12 from “ fever,” and 2 from diarrhoea 
were registered. Hight deaths from measles, 9 from diphtheria, and 3 from 
“fever” occurred in West Ham district; 3 deaths from “fever” occurred 
in Croydon and 2 in Edmonton districts. 


METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°48 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 441; the latter being 3°2 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
27 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 5°6 hours ; the measured rainfall amc unted to 0°26 of an inch,

CASES OF INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALSf. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 3090 cases of scarlet fever, 131/ of diphtheria, 
and 286 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those m 
the preceding three weeks, were as foliow:—Of scarlet fever, 276 cases, 
against 319, 234, and 264; of diphtheria, 206 cases, against 187, 157, and 16¢ 
and of enteric fever, 29 cases, against 45, 53, and 47. /

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3560 births and 192: deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 29:0 and 15:7 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 10 deaths from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 16 from. 
diphtheria, 5 from whooping-cough, 4 from “fever,” and 4 from diarrhea 
were registered. Six deaths from measles, 8 from diphtheria, and 3 from 
“fever ’’ occurred in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°82 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 49°-4 ; the latter being 8°°6 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was south-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
46 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 6'7 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 1°34 of an inch.

All the numbers contained in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10,and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the 
waters. The Tableis to be read thus :—The Thames water collected on the 18th November at 
the Grand Junction Company’s intake at Hampton had a temperature of 9:7°C.; 100,000 Ibs. 
of it contained 32°08 lbs. of solid matter in solution; the organic substances, constituting a 
portion of this matter, contained 198 lb. of carbon and *038 Ib. of nitrogen, The above 


quantity of water ‘also ‘contained -009 lb. of ammonia and °248 Ib. of nitrogen in the form of - 


nitrates and nitrites, whilst the total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was ‘293 Ib. 
The above weight of water also contained 1:9 lb. of chlorine, and 21°5 lbs. of carbonate of 
lime, or an equivalent amount of other hardening or soap- destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

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Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies, 
was :—Kent 0°8, New River 1:0, East London (deep well) 1:2, East London (river supply) 
1:9, Chelsea 2°5, West Middlesex, 2°6, Southwark and Lambeth 2°7, and Grand Junction 3°4. 

The unfiltered waters contained the following proportions:—Thames at Hampton 4°0, New 
River Cut 1°5, and Lea at Angel Road 3°7. 

The Thames at Hampton was, on November 18th, turbid and yellow in colour ; it was, for 
the season of the year, of fairly good chemical and bacterial quality. The water supplied by 
the five Companies drawing from this river was, in every case, efficiently filtered before 
delivery, and of excellent quality for dietetic and all domestic purposes. The Southwark 
Company’s No. 4 filter was, on the 18th of November, delivering water containing an excess 
of microbes over 100 per cubic centimetre, but all the other Thames-derived waters were of 
excellent bacterial quality. The bacterial improvement effected by these Companies is expressed 
by the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°95, West Middlesex 99°85, Southwark (No. 4 
filter) 91°64, (No. 8 filter) 99°90, (general supply from Hampton) 98°16, Grand Junction 
(general well at Hampton) 99°55, (general well at Kew) 99°55, (south well at Kew) 99°70, 
(general supply from Kew) 99°75, and Lambeth 99°75. 

The New River Cut, before entering the storage and subsidence reservoirs of the New River 
Company, was, on November 2lst, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was, for raw 
water. of excellent chemical and fairly good bacterial quality. After efficient filtration, it 
was delivered in most excellent chemical and bacterial condition, equalling the best of the 
deep well waters. The bacterial improvement is expressed by the following percentage 
numbers :—No. 2 filter well 99°66, and general filter well 99°47. 

The water drawn from the Lea. at Angel-road by the East London Company was, on 
November 2ist, turbid and yellow in colour. It was of fairly good chemical but bad bacterial 
quality ; after efficient filtration, it was delivered in excellent chemical condition, but one 
out of the three filters examined was passing water containing a great excess of microbes 
over the accepted standard. The bacterial improvement is expressed by the following 
percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex well 99°33, No. 2 Essex well 98°95, and Middlesex well 93°88. 

The deep well water of the Kent Company was clear and bright without filtration, but that 
of the East London Company was very. slightly turbid. Both waters possessed a high degree 
of organic purity. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent Company’s water was clear and colourless, 
the East London (deep well) very slightly turbid and colourless, the New River clear and 
nearly colourless, and the remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. % 

- The bacterioscopic examination of the river waters, before and after storage, and of the 
filtered supplies delivered by the various Companies, collected on the 16th, 18th, 19th, 21st, 
and 22nd of November, yielded, after prolonged incubation, the results contained in the 
following Table :—

The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
16°7, 18:2, and 16°7 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 16°5. 
During the four, weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
17:0 per 1000, being 3:0 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1423 deaths included 31 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 40 from 
diphtheria, 26 from whooping-cough, 19 from enteric fever, 13 from 
diarrhvea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 
135 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 85 below the corrected | 
average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 24, 25, and 22 in the preceding 

three weeks, rose again last week to 31, but were 40 below the corrected 
average ; 5 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 4 to Limehouse, 3 to Bethnal 
Green, and 3 to Mile End Old Town sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet 
Jever, which had been 7, 9, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, fell again 
“last week to 6, and were 15 below the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged 
_to. Lambeth sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
38, 43, and 43 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 40, and 
_ were 15 below the corrected average ; 6 cases belonged to Lambeth, 3 to 
_ Battersea, 3 to Paddington, 3 to St. ‘Pancras, and 3 to Mile End Old Town 
Sanitary areas.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measies, 1-0 in Gateshead, 15 in Manchester and 
in Salford, 2°6 in Bolton, and 2°9 in Nottingham; from whooping-cough, 
11 in Halifax and 1:3 in Preston ; from “ fever,” 1:0 in Salford, 13 in 

Brighton and in Bolton, and 1°4 in Norwich ; and from diarrhea, 1:1 in 
Plymouth. In none of the thirty-three towns did the death-rate from 
scarlet fever reach 1:0 per 1000. The 115 deaths from diphtheria included 
A6 in London, 17 in Leeds, 10 in Swansea, 7 in Sheffield, 6 in West Ham, 
6 in Liverpool, 4 in Brighton, and 3 in Cardiff. No death from small-pox 
was registered in any of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 

In LoNDON{ 2422 BIRTHS and 1470 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 37, and the deaths 356, 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten

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years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had bee 
18-2, 16:7, and 16°5 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 17:0. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
17-1 per 1000, being 3°3 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1470 deaths included 24 from measles, 14 from scarlet fever, 46 from 
diphtheria, 21 from whooping-cough, 21 from enteric fever, 19 from 
diarrhvea and dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 
145 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 82 below the corrected 
average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 25, 22, and 31 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 24,and were 57 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 9, 11, and 6 in the — 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 14, but were 7 below the ~ 
corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Hammersmith and 3 to Hackney 
sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 43, 43, and 
40 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 46, but were 2 
below the corrected average ; 6 cases belonged to Battersea, 5 to Lambeth, 

5 to St. Pancras, 4 to Newington, and 3 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The ~ 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 28, 22, and 26 in the preceding ~ 
three weeks, fell again last week to 21, and were 28 below the corrected 
average; 4 cases belonged to Islington sanitary area. The fatal cases of 
enteric fever, which had been 21, 26, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 21, and were 6 above the corrected average; 3 cases _ 
belonged to Fulham, 2 to St. Marylebone, 2 to Islington, 2 to St. George 
Southwark, and 2 to Lewisham sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, — 
which had been 17,19, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last 
week to 19, and were 5 above the corrected average. The deaths referred — 
to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 340, 295, and 283 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 284 last week, being 195 below the | 
corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered ~ 
12, having been 14, 12, and 13 in the preceding three weeks. as 

Different forms of violence caused 73 deaths, concerning all but 3 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 73 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, 
and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 62 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Eight of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 6 to 
burns and scalds, 1 to the effects of chloroform administered for ~ 
surgical purposes, and 16 (including 15 of infants under one year of age), ~ 
to suffocation in bed. . 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS*. 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2901 cases of scarlet fever, 1261 of diphtheria, 
and 266 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday ~ 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in ~ 
the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 221 cases, 
against 264, 276, and 260; of diphtheria, 171 cases, against 168, 206, and 155 ;_ 
and of enteric fever, 40 cases, against 47, 29, and 43. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3371 births and 1926 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 27-4 and 15:7 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 1 death from small-pox, 3 deaths from measles, 2 from 
scarlet fever, 22 from diphtheria, 4 from whooping-cough, 10 from “ fever,” 
and 3S from diarrhoea were registered. Twelve deaths from diphtheria 
and 6 from “fever” occurred in West Ham district. The death from small- 
pox was that of an infant 4 months old, the child of a person employed at a 
travelling circus. 
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METEOROLOGY. | 

The mean readings of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°18 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 40°1° ; the latter being 1:2° above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 17 
per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
pent sunshine in the week was 12'9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°02 of at 
inch, :

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below, the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten 
years. The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 
16-7, 16°5, and 17-0 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 18:4. 
During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
17-2 per 1000, being 4:3 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1888-97. 

The 1593 deaths included 31 from measles, 12 from scarlet fever, 47 from 
diphtheria, 32 from whooping-cough, 15 from enteric fever, 1 from 
an ill-defined form of continued fever, 14 from diarrhvea and dysentery, 
and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from cholera; thus, © 
152 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 90 below the corrected 
average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 22, 31, and 24 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 31, but were 56 below the corrected 
average ; 6 cases belonged to Mile End Old Town, and 4 to Bethnal Green 
sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 11, 6, and 14 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 12, and were 5 below 
the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Lambeth, 2 to Battersea, 2 to 
Islington, and 2 to St. Pancras sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 43, 40, and 46 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last 
week to 47, the corrected average being 48; 6 cases belonged to Newington, 6 to 
Bermondsey, 5) to Battersea, 3 to Camberwell,3to Wandsworth, 3 to Hackney, and 
3 to St. Marylebone sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 22, 26, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week 
to 32, but were 26 below the corrected average; 5 cases belonged to 
St. Pancras, and 4 to Islington sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric 
Jever, which had been 26, 19, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 15, the corrected average being 16; 2 cases belonged to 
St. George Hanover Square, 2 to St. Marylebone, 2 to Islington, and 2 to 
Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
19, 13, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 14, 
waich is also the corrected average. The deaths referred to diseases of the 
respiratory organs, which had been 295, 283, and 284 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose last week to 306, but were 291 below the corrected average. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 15, having been 
12, 13, and 12 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 93 deaths, concerning all but 3 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 93 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, 
and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 84 were attributed to accident or 
negligence, Four of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 15 to 
burns and scalds, and 28 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 
in bed. . 
7 CASES OF INFECTIOUS SICKNESS IN HOSPITALS%*. 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever 
Hospitals there were 2939 cases of scarlet fever, 1248 of diphtheria, 
and 255 of enteric fever under treatment in these hospitals on Saturday — 
last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared with those in 
the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of scarlet fever, 225 cases, 
against 276, 260, and 221; of diphtheria, 166 cases, against 206, 155, and 171 ; 
and of enteric fever, 30 cases, against 29, 43, and 40. 


GREATER LONDON. : 
In Greater London 3034 births and 2069 deaths were registered, corre- 
sponding to annual rates of 24°7 and 16:8 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
In the Outer Ring 2 deaths from measles, 1, from scarlet fever, 25 from _ 
diphtheria, 4 from whooping-cough, 6 from “fever,” and 4 from diarrhea 
were registered. Ten fatal cases of diphtheria belonged to West Ham 
district, and 6 to Edmonton district. . 


METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°56 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 43°3°; the latter being 4°8° above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was south-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 42 
per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
prghe sunshine in the week was 14'0 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°81 of an 
iach.
